The Ksldtt^iiTanipriTAltcLftritani (somctiin^^ BpoUed also 
— Avidi —), a cliroiiiclo of the nnccstors of Krishpacluindm, 
the thmoos lluju of or Kuddea in wbn 

mled during the greater part of tlic Inst eoutury, fniioiw for 
Iu8 OTOi enulition ami the pr^rtortiou lie gnuitcd to art and 
knowledge, lui^, so far :is I know, not becQ brtai^lit to light 
till now, :ind seons to !« the only ro|irrs«it.itivi* in Sanskrit 
of A class of cfkuipositinijfl wUiuU form u eonsldrraljlo part of 
the Bongalt Htomturc. iVom this circumstanw togetluT with 
the orthography and l;Uigoage, clxftractcristio for tlic time of 
its composition, it derives its chief interest; its contents how- 
crer likewise, ns afiording a view, and, it should seem, n to¬ 
lerably undistorted one, of the relatiozis subsisting between the 
native Itr^as and the Mohammedan viceroys, Is not without 
its siiarc of interest. 

The two manuscripts, after which this edition has been 
made, boar in the origiixal order of tiio Chambsvs eollcctJou 
the numbers 574 and 844; in timt iatrodu&^d by Mr. WiOaT 
5 (j 7 ?uid 5G8. The former, Ch. 574 (D.), is well written with 
Dovanagar! in European manner, th.it is to juiy, ueroKH uii 
octavo page. On the first page, of the first l(»ai^ some pereoi) 
ignorant of S^uiskrit, misled piMhahly by tlic first word, has 
entitled it: phrvac&jilasya katha VAlmik! (siel), the 
history of former rajas by Yalmeek; loss incorrect is 
the title on the envelopping leaf: rajy&v&lt rAjakrlshna- 
ebandrasya, that is, an account of the family of 
liajah Krishecohund. The second manusenpt, H. S44 
(B.), is written in an eseellent BengiUi character, with the 
exception only of fbl. 29^ — 31^ and 3P 13 — 32**, which 
are written as badly as the other are writtcu well. The 
whole is written in Indian manner, eacli page having six 
lines, cniy f. 29*' has seven. The paper is yellowish > red, 
and the whole ms. lies between two wooden plates, wluch 


are peicUd green witliout and red witbin. On tie firat 
page of the first leaf is to be read: NaTadTipiyaprtkpsb* 
nacknadrarAjnah ku^Avarnasamf an account of tie 
family of E&ja IfriaUna CUandraEijaof Navadvlpa 
or Nuddoe, in the Bengal character. 

In matters affecting tho sejisc the two mae. are con* 
gruent in a high degree, but in cxtcnudiUcs of language there 
iire slight differences between them, of which some accovmt 
will be given below. The interpunctuation is nhnost endrdy 
wanting in both mss., and has therefore been added. Only 
now and then a stroke is foimd, and then usually not where any 
inteipunctuation is very espedaUy called for. Once even 
(5S, 7 a^cr prasthitsshu) in both mss. a stroke i$ set iu 
the middle of a sentence. As owing to the broken style, it 
would have been disagreeable for the eye and less cleor to 
set notlu7)g btxt the usual sign wherever ponctnation was ree^ui* 
red; use, therefore, has been made also of tho interval, so that a 
stroke corresponds nearly to the period in European lauguages, 
an interval the comma or colon. That this manner of punc* 
tua^ng is not quits contrary to Indian custom itself^ is shown 
by the edi^ona of BengfiU works published at Scrampore, 
where the same system has been introduced. Often also the 
neglect of Sandhi represents the wanting inteipunctustion in 
our manuscripts, a case of too frequent occurrence to require 
enumeratiou of single instances. In both mss. the divirion 
into parichhedos ccosos with par. VI; and also the indication 
of the end is wanting, on account of which we are without 
any direct information os to its author and the time of its 
composition. Yet the latter is earily to be fixed, at, least 
approximately: the nArratlve reaching to 1728 A. D. (the year 
of the accession of king Kiishnachandra), its oompositioa must 
be of a later date than this year; and from the oircumstaiioe, 
that neither m our ICshit is taken any notice of the Bengill 
biography of l^ishnacbaudm (ao account of which wc shall 
give below), nor in the latter of cor work, although both 
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to a coDSclcrable cztcoi of tltc same siibjoct, wo uiigbt 
perhaps couclndo that both were, writtoo about tho wuj)u time, 
that is to say, as we know of tbo latter, abmit tlie nul of the 
last century (soc also ladex I p. 67 under Vodas/ilieba).

The rules of Sandhi are scarcely so often correctly oly* 
serred as they oro either ueglected or improperly applied. 
Comparing the two mss. iu this respect, B. Is more correct, 
ns the Table of Various Readings will more particularly specify; 
yot, as also its correctness is not at all conBoqueut, it bears 
more the appearsmee of leuguig for a learned look, and accor¬ 
dingly, yet without succedlug, declining from the ortliography 
natnral to its writer. We LaTC, therefore, taken for foundation 
the text of«S., wluch, although full of fruits, yet mnkee the 
iiTtpresaiou of giving the orthography usual and natural to the 
author of our book, and perhaps in general to those who wrote 
Sanskrit at that period. Nor osn at least the neglect of Sandhi 
liave iU origin in the ignorance of a Copyist, for even correctly 
to iHsoIve those forms written with Sandhi would sappose a 
thoixnigh knowledge of the language.

Those cases wbidi have been marked vritk an asterisk 
in tliC preceding table, ore such, where the word following 
the letter wlueh is put without Snndbi is a proper name: they 
are perhaps accountable for by the wish of the author to let 
these proper names stitfd by themselves, and witbout even 
ortbographieal connesioo with tbo preceding word; yet,' as 
in some other quite anologoos passages a combination takes 
plaoc (see 12, u- 13, s. 46, u- 47, J«- 48, 4.49, so. 50,7), we 
see, that it was at least not a principle to separate for per¬ 
spicuity’s sake tbe propei* names from the current of common 
speech. Here again, therefore, as every where inconsequence 
is tbo chief foult of our author. 

Of incorrect forms but little is to bo said: if occxrcring 
in one ms., they are usually corrected in tbe other, and bat 
one passage (13, s) has been noticed, where in both mss. 
avltasub is written instead of avitsuh, probably again 
through the induence of tbe omission of virkma which is so 
usual in the Beng&lT character. Besides the right form is 
given also 50, &.

A part ol’ the history whidi forma tlxe coulout of our work, 
viz. tlie period irom tbc expidaiou of king Ku^iltliu out of 
his realm to the oeceaaiou of ZUshnaelumdia, hciiig treated 
also in tlic above mentioued Beng^Ui biography oi’ tbc latter king, 
we iirocoed now to give, for eomporisou's sake, au obstmet from 
this part of that pretty eoiopo^on. If any passages in it shall 
be found to have been mizunderatood, I may Uy claim to 
excuse on* the score of having hod no ioatructioc in Ben- 
g&h, and being without an authority to whom to refer ui doubt¬ 
ful oud (lifBcnlt points. The edition used ia that of Londoo, 
1811, the correetnesa of which leaves much to desire.

K. Long.) to settle in that of BlioTiDanda R, M.; how, by 
the way, she bJessed and rewarded a poor ferryworaou, who 
was o sealous deroteo of bers; liow abe appeared to tbo wife 
of Bharunanda m a dreum, and said to her, that she bud 
ebosen tills bouse for her dwcibug, and Iiad placed a siimll 
basket in tlic chamber of tbo (juecn, and that the latter 
TQust bo faithful to her sorvice and not open tlie basket} bow 
all b.appeued as predicted; and bow even in tbe time when 
tbis was written^ the basket was stiU to bo seen at V^guy^a. 

Tlio whole is related with great copiousness, but seems too 
irrelevant to be extracted here with aU the particulars- 

„Having rcComed to Dakka, Bbarananda paid bis respects 
to Padisbub Jcbdngtr SbAb, wbo bad dcarod to see the man, 
whose merits Mdnasbnha bad so highly praised to him. Tire 16, 
Pildishflh overwhelmed MAnasujJm with favors, and iiirally In* 
vited him to rcciucet aoy boon of him, promising to grant it 
vritbout reserve. MAnosiinba answered, that BbnvAnonda bad 
been the cause of the victory, and that be, therefore, asked 
in tbe latter’s behalf tbe goverament over TiLguyfiaa Ju Bengal. 

The Pidlsblh at once caused the document cenierring tbe grant 
to be made out, and ratlfred it. Bbavfinands then paid bis re¬ 
spects, took leave also of MftDBsbpha, and went home in a ship. 17. 

„Bbav^anda ruled over bis subjects as a mild and be¬ 
loved prince, and was a devotee of Laksbml, tbe whole story 
of whom his wife bad related to him. After a time be bad 
three sons, wbo in the succession of tbeir age were: Gopilo, 
Oovinda, and QrOenshna (but see Kslut. IS, 17> 21, so). Of IB. 
^ese Oop&la was preduinout for his knowledge. After a tame 
Bbav&nanda gave wives to his sons, and Goplla had a son, 
wliom he called Baghavo. La a great assembly, which Bha- 
vSnanda bad convoked to celebrate a feast in bis grandson's 
honor, he granted to his two brothers Harivallabha and Su- 
buddiu a goveinioeDt; soon after which be died. 
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„GopuInrtya succeeded him and reigned for eoruc time. 
Uo gave a goTcrumcDt to b:s brotliors Goviuda and Qr^risltnii, 
worsliippcd I^vara, and died.® 

nKAgliava succeeded Inni) a very distin^Ul^cd ruler. lie 
journeyed to tbo capitnl, xvbero bo obtrdned from tlic emperer 
(sainriVt), who was well plctiscd wiUi him, the swiy ov<t 
severjil fduiitries, uiid llie title of MuhritAja, winch all his 
(9. successors inherit. He luul a son, liudnirayo, to whom, niter 
u time, be trruismittcd tiio renlin, while he Iiiiuscdf gtm' up 
his whole mind to l 9 vara.® 

alludrarAya MabAruja liaving built a palace in the pr«*- 
vinec of MAtiyuri, lived tliero; and this palucc wus yet exstunt 
when this history was written. He had three sons: Illhnu- 
chnndra, H^makfUlma, and Edmajtvana.® 

,^Biiciaehandra was very vigorous; Having hccu anointed 
06 king, he subdued the countries of several smaller xemto- 
dilrs, and so enlarged his own roabn.® 

flAftcr his death lUmakrishna become king, the eontem* 
pomry of whom os subaKdar of Bakka was Murslicil Ali 
Khiiu, who colonised Hiirshedabad, and transforrod liis rcsi* 
donee to this city (but see Index I imder Japhaniklian, 
:uid Index 11 under MurasidubAda). Being on good terms 
with the siibuljdAr, lUniakiislma cured little for the stipuhitod 
20. tribute, kciit a gi'cat siriay, aiul extended his realm. He ruled 
over 2,20fi,0(K) subjects.® 

nAfter his death Ihimajivauu succeeded to the throne. 
He took up his reaideoce at Krishnanogara, which had been 
founded by his brother. Having ruled for some time with 
much sx^iendor, he had two sons: Kaghurhma and RAmagopAla, 
the tbriner of whom after some time eueceoded him. He liad 
for a long time no son, until one night, winch ho spent with 
11 . 22 . his wife, the latter saw in a dre.'im a handsome youth vriio 
said to her, that ho was her future son, being properly a 
servant of I^vara whom she woreluppcd, wo Ixad been ordered 
to become her son. Then luivlug become very small, )io slid 


into her mouib. Upon this in fact the qaeoD conc^red a son, 
on whose birth the king and the whole ccnzitry were filled 
with the ntoost joj. The astrologers declared, that the child W, 
was to live long and happily, to become very learned, just, 
famous, and a great king. Gromng day by day, like the 
moon, tbc young prince obtaiaod the name of Kmlinachandra 
(the I&shna-mooD). Soon be waa instructed in Sanabit, Ben* 
ghU, Persinn litcratnre, in the use of arms and tlie art of go¬ 
verning, and in all he distinguished Imnself. Ris father Ba- 
gbur^a then resolved to laarry him, and charged his conn* 24. 
scUors, to find for him a ^fe worthy of hi^ ia nobility and 
beauty. They succeeded iu doing so, and the naptials were 
celebrated m the month Ph&Jgun (February-Morebj the year 
is not mentioned). There were invited the kings and nobiee 
of lUdh^ Gnnr, and Bezigol etc.*^ There follows now a most 
drcmnstantial description of the whole feast, of which we shall 
give only some few traits, as finding their parallels in the Kslnt, 
eitlier in the description of IC^hnaohoodra's anuaprA^a or 
io some other. For the entertaimnent of the guests various 
magazine were established, and within them four kinds of pro* 
virioD, vis. food to be chewed, sucked, heked, and drunk 
(see Kebit 41, 4 ). He ordered to the servants to take care 
of the rich supply of his guests, received the kings himself, S5.26. 
and assigned to them lodgings and servants to wait upon them, 
and sent to them of his provisions, while the whole mty was * 
decked with red, yellow, white and blue fiega (see Kehit

nAfter a time Eaghurftma transmitted the realm to Knsh* 
uaebandra, while be devoted himself to the service of l^vara.^ 

If this report be compared with that giveu in the EsfaiL, 
it wilt be noticed, that the diflerence between both is consi- 
derahle, and, what is lemarkable, becomes greater the nearer 
the time of the events related approaches to that of the r^ 
lators. The most striking instance of this difference might 


be ftnind in tlie liistery of the three Efgne unmediAtely pre¬ 
ceding Krislinnclmudrft, vis. Ihim&jivena, I^nruakpsbna, nnd 
llnghorsuiiiL Both autUers must aesurcclly Imve koovni the 
true fnete of tbo case, •'uid one of them must knoT^’iugly 
reported them iocorrcctly; and that being so, the reeifnl ot* 
tho Kshit. ficcois prefuroblo for its impartiiUity mul detail, A 
imtive author, wim, protiahly at tlw ronrt nud by invitation 
of his king, writes the history of llic lutlcr's »ni*<*stnj'«, would 
never falsely impute to them so uniiuppy and Uttlo Uoaorahk* 
(iitcs as captivity in the prison of a Mohanimcdan govenioi*, 
nor would ho dnre merely to invent so iuiportant fuels ns tlie 
detlirenenient and restoration of a king of his own oonofry. 
And of ad this the author of the Ksidt. would bo guilty, If flic 
account of the Bengitll kiograpbor is correct, which mokes Ita- 
majivona quietly succeed his brother in the govorument, knowu 
nothing of KagburAma’s captivity at Murshedabad, and lets Bu- 
makrishna disregard without putushment the stipulated trilnitc, 
while in the Kshit all these kings appear in a state of the 
greatest dqiendence upon the Mohammedans. Perliups also 
tliis impartiality may have conferred to its inferior jMijnihirify. 

If f()r the reason expressed wo ^vc greater cxxdit to thr* 
KshiL, ihau to the BcngAlt account, wo arc on the othi'r hand 
somewhat puszled by the chronology of the former, though 
on the first view it seems to be cxtnnnely acrairatc, ThcBou- 
gftlf work unfortunately gives, so fiu* as the events reported there 
coincide with those of the Kshit., no clmonelogicol dates at all, 
which might otherwise have served to regolate tliose given in tlic 
Kshli A list of the kings from BhattanArAjano, together with tlte 
duration of their respective reigns, is the follo^ving: BhattanArii- 
yana 24 years, Nipu 28, HolAyudha 15, Uoriliara 20, Kauclarpa, 
22, Vi^vambhara 28, Nnrobari 27, NAnlyajm 24, Priyankara 20, 
DbarmAngada 2D, Tarapali 47, Kama 32, Vifvan»tl»a31, lU- 
maebandra 23, Subucldhi 25, Trilochana 30, KainsAri 2D, 
Shosh^dAsa 29, KAc^'flia 34; now cnsacs a period from 
the death of KAytnatho to the saniskAra of his posthumous 
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son Hlma S&mQddhAro, whicli, acoordiog to the anabgy of 
Ihiig&d& 8 Ek ^8 age at tbe time of Ha aomakaxa (ID, i?), we 
may oasume to hove been 11 or 12 years, a$ it is giren also 
in tbe Beng&I! l^a^acbandra. Tkeo l U ma Samnddblra 
reigns for 3S years, Durgudoaa (Bbavfijuinda Kaj.) 20, Go- 
p&la 7, ElgbaTO 51) Budrordya 11 , EcLmajlraoa 10, Rdma- 
bnsbM 11 , lUghordma 13} Krishnaebandr^ Cflie sum of these 
rdgDB together makes 685 years 3 these added to the Qaka* 
year 1000 (that, in which Bhatto botight from king Adishra 
the five villages which formed the germ of Iiis realm}, gives 
2685 as the year of Erishnachandra's acceasion to the throne; 
hut this latter took place, according to tbe assertion of our 
author Hcoscli^ Q. 1650 (A. D. 1728), and we haTe, therefore, 
a diffei'cncQ of 35 years. To get rid of this difference it would 
be ueccssary, ^ther to remove tbe year in wblcb BbatUnu* 
rayana became sovermgn lord of the five villages for 35 years, 
or to diminisb tbe period falling between tins event and the 
acceesion of Erishnacbondra. Tbe former would not seem to 
be venturing too much, if it be considered, that the year of 
Bhat^hrbyana's bargHn is given as just p. 1000 , which al- 
most seems to invite the conjectnre, that it was given only 
in favor of a ronad number; the statement, however, in Bitter’a 
Creography (VX 1244; after which aalhority, I do not know), 
that king Adishra reigned about the year p. 990, cornddes 
too wcB with our dote to allow of removing the latter to 25 
years before 990. The other espedient is no lees im* 
practicable. It ie true, that in the Bengali Biography it is 
not expressiy stud, that Bama Somuddhhra, who was adopted 
by Hari^isbua Samuddhhra (or Vi^vaoktba Sam&dvhra), sac- 
ceeded the latter in the govermnent; if, therefore, we could 
throw out tbe 36 years of govemmeot which are attributed 
to prince in tbe Ejhit., tbe difference would be reduced 
to but one year. Tet this is impossible; for it is, of course, 
necessary, that a longer period than twelve years must have 
el^ed between the death of bis father, whose posthumous

1704, 
are both (^oHc correct; nud so is thonotice given in thriven- 
g4lt work, that the majmuat-d&r IftmvAnauda, who died 103 
years before tlie acoossion of Krishnaebandra i. e. A. D. 
1625, after a reign of 20 years, and who, therefore, ruled 
1605 — 1625 A. 0., iWed at the same time with JcMiigfr 
SliAli (1605-1627 A D.). 


It remaina now, to say yet a few words ixispecting tlio 
mnnner in which the translation, the notes and the indir^ 
have been composed.— Tim whole lias been written in llng- 
lish, because it was hoped, that the little book might be of 
some interest lor L)dia itself; and there a Gorman translation 
and other additions in German would hare been less likely 
to be understood eTon than the original itself. — In the trans* 
lation it has been attempted, to adhere to the ori^ual as clo¬ 
sely os possible without violatiDg too mnch the genius of the 
English language. As to the proper names, for the Sanskrit 
ioms of HoLammedon names bare been eubstitutad the Ara- 
bic-Persian forms, wherever I felt tolerably sure of the latter; 
and to some of the most known and famous cities the names, 
by which they are known with us, have been given, while re¬

Tbe 
difiuBC cittnmscnptione for subabd^ and zemCDdAr could, of 
course, not be retrunod, but were always transi&te^ by »Mo> 
hammodao goTsmor^, the origmal too not dieotijiiinatiDg b^ 
twoon aubolidelr and zcinlndtf but circumsenbing both offices 
by almost the same terms. The Persiau titles wbicL are 
mentioned iu the text have been retained, bnC In tbeir ori¬ 
ginal Persian fbrto, rod on cxplsnatioa cf their mcanbig 
bos been ^ven in the notes: to ezpr^ their real sense by 
a translation wonld have rendered necessary beary circum- 
seriptioxss. — For easier reibrenco the pages of tbe text hare 
been put on the mar^n of the translation. — The notes have by 
nmnbers been referred to tbo translation, those too, which 
belong to the text, in order to OToid disfigming the Sanskrit 
text with interspersed numbers or signs. — The table of rai- 
riotis readings, ^ from giving all dtSbrencee of tbc two mas. 
from the text recrired, exhibits ofily those, as seemed to be 
of some interest, either for the sense, or for the loognogc and 
orthography. — The indices finally give both a short view 
of the history of each person and locality as it is related in 
our Ksbit, and whstercr else I have been able to lean in 
respect te them, chiefiy tbe ij^intificatioD of the Indian geo- 
gr^hioal names with those used commonly on maps and in 
Eoropoon books. 

And thus 1 make over this little labor of mine to the 
judgement of the leained, who occupy themselves mtb tbe 
study of Sanskrit, confiding In thmr indulgence} and if culy 
the application and zeal, with which I have labored it, shall 
not Entirely fail of admowlcdgment, I shall feel content, and 
encouraged to pusite the path of study which J have chosen 
for my lifb.

\^&]cafki became the moet celebrated oma^at of the rnco 
of poete by ozal^mg tbe bneoge of tbc son; the son of P&r^ 
^era made lumeolf chief among the poets by glorifying tlte 
eminent race of Bbarate. Who con ma distinction in tbe thi’ee* 
fbld world if bo does not entol groat renown? Therefore do 
vre celebrate the, family of BbattanhrAyana which sweeps away 
the |>oliution of the iron age. {'). 

' In ancient times there Uved in Wanga a prince c^cl 
Adjsbra, who ruled over his subjects with the eye of 
if they bad been his children. One day a vulture alighted 
upon bis palace, whereon tbe having seen and taken it 
for a sign of future misfortune, convoked a great assembly of 
Pandits and asked: „Hcar yo, Pandits! a vulture baa^fosbed 
down upon my bouse, which leads me to apprehend a miS' 
fortune. What rite can avert it?“ Tbe Pandits answered 
all together: ,Your Majesty, this vulture mnet be killed 
and an oblation made of its flesh. This will be the proper 
ezpiatioii.^ nBut bow shall I cat<di this vnlture**, replied 
tbe king, ^or what kind of sacriflee is it that must be made 
of its flesh? Psplain it dearlyUpon this all tbe o^ers were 
dlent, while one Brdunan who was sitting in the assembly 
and wbo a few days before had come from KAnyakubjo, thus 
spoke r si had gone to Khnyakobja on account of a procession 
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to a holy place, aod at that tame a Tulture descended apena 
tlie king’s palftcc jest aa upon your Majesty’s. Then the king 
ofKanyakub^a conTekkg Bhat^riyana and tJie other Btab- 
inana retained the Tulture by means of charms and offered 
a sacrifice of its flesh, Of this 1 was eye-witness, and I 
adfifie your Majesty after convoking Bhat^a and tlie etliors to 
act iu like maiuier,'' 

The king accordingly sent messengers willi this BraJ;- 
Dian, and having ordered to bring BbsttonfiriVyana, Daksha, 
^rlhanshn, Cbhandada aad Vcdagarblia before him together 
with their wives, their holy flro and all thdr sacrificial Ap¬ 
paratus, as&goed to them a house which he tad previously 
built, m the gaka-yem* 999. The next mon^ the Brahmans 
having SMd their meming prayers and performed all their other 
rites left their wives at home, took grass and fried grain in 
thw hands and went to pay their respects le the king. But 
the latter from the roof of his palace senikg the Brahmans 
from afar trith their feet enclosed in leather shoes, their bodies 
covered with embroidered garments, their lips and oyo-Hds 
colored brown with betel nut which lliey had chewed during 
tJieif travel, expressed his disregard by remaining in his 
place (*). Tiic Braljinans, who had not noticed the kbig, 
stepped up to tlie door, saying to the dootkeeperj „ITaik yeul 
infefra the king, that wc, the Kanyakubjans have come to his 
door.“. Tbs doorkeeper having withdrawn &r a while returned 
aod ssod; „Te Brahmans 1 the king has just lain down to sleep; 
this is not the time of audience.* Upon this the Brahmans, al¬ 
though perceiving the disrespect of the king, overcame their irri¬ 
tation and wrath, ftien uttered a charm and put the graio, grass 
aud tho other things they had brought along for the ceremony 
of the soIutarioD in five places upon a dry wrestler’s staff leaning 
near the door 5 whereupon they went heme. The next day from 
this wrestler’s staff five boughs covered with young shoots had 
grown forth. Seeing this the doorkeeper and his companions 
with great surprise referred the matter to the king, who ha- 
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Ting come to tlie place Trondenag asked, ho^? it waa wiih this 
Qiiiaculous event? Majeetj'*, aDa^verod tbe doorkeeper 

and lus componioiis, ^the five Brahmans irom Ktbyakubja ba- 
Ting spoken spelle pat fiied groin, gross and other tilings in 
^Ts places upon this dry st&ff, and in consoqneuce of this 
bougZis have grown fortli from it althoiigli it was dry and 
withered. “ »^ca arc right*, said the Wng, and wishing tr> 
atone for his ofTcnce fastened Lis clothes round Ills neck and 
going with bis rednne to the Brahmans saluted them, saying: 
sYon aro Tirtnous und of divine nature i wo are ignorant and 
do not understand yonr greatness. After this confession it is 
reasonable that you should pardon my fault.* Yhus and in 
many other ways he praised them; but they, whoso Tirtue 
exalted them above anger, answered: ,0 king, we are not 
angry, be sure of that; for if we hod been angry, your city 
and retinue would be now but a 0101*0 heap of ashes. Bnough 
then of ceremony. Bather carry out that on account of which 
wo have been summoned.* 

The king thereupon honored them with a banquet, and 4 
having obtained tb^ permission went to his city to prepare, 
as he had been ordered, the sacrihclal apparatus. This being 
done, he informed the Brahmans of it and asked them to per¬ 
form the socridee. Thus eunmoned by the king, £ha^ and 
his oompenions captured the vulture by means of spells con- 
sUbug of mag^ songs and performed the sacrifice with its 
flesh according to rule. 

The king having rewarded them with the presents due 
them said with a cheerful heart: »Oui of kindness towards 
me, you worthy men, consent to accept a dwehiDg here!* 
Bba^ In whose Daksha and the other three Brahmans 
doubtfully locked, answered: as your M^esty commands. The 
king, rgoiced at the fulfliment of his wish, bnilt five cities 
filled with multitudes of palaces to serve as dwefilng-places 
for the five Brahmans, and presented them to them. There 
they lived for one year. 
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At this time the ^eiiig miicli pleased ^tli tbe sifpcroatit* 

i-A exploits of Blmtta, -wbo was son of alhmoua nnd poweriW king 
ill Kdayakiibja called ICshitl^o, said: sSiff 1 Mill miikcyoii a pro- 
sent of Bomc villages; &vormc, I pray yoi'i byii.cceptingtljom.'* 
i^annot accept your viUages", said Bbatta, ^filled witli cnltle, 
gold, sewnnim, iron nnd similar precious tilings, since they 
ore an improper pi'Cscnt for me" (*). To wliich the king: 
then can your obligi'd servant du? or bow bUhII 1 wi- 
niy bA{)piBeKS in tlio otbcT world?" „It is knouii that I 
possess much weultli", answered Blifltta, n^i^it it X will I>uy 
some villngcs and you infiy sell lUcm to roe. If you really 
wisli to do me u favor, you eon in tine roaunor do so 8ui> 
&. tably.“ The king liaving coosented, Bbatta bought at a very 
low price many viUnges, to whose revenues be added those 
from the other ones (which bo possessed already); ajid these 
villages he bad purchased were enjoyed by bun exoiiiptcd from 
taxation for twenty four years. (*) 

CHAPTER ir. 

King BliAttA died nnd went fo the otJici* world, leaving 
behind him etlxCceu sons, rich in virtm>s like tbeir bithc'r, ui 
tlic highest degree adorned witli good bctinvionr, mndrsty 
and kuowlcdgft, and therefore wsjwctcd by cvcrybntly, They 
wore called Adivanlba, Vutu, Vnma, N^a, Nipu, GuiH, 
Giuitu, Asilntu, Gima, Vika, Anila, Madbu, Kiroa, Deva, 
Soma, Adtna. (*) Then AdivorAba and the three brothers 
^ nett to him in age, being highly indifferent towards worldly 
objects and giiven to holy penance, arointed as king Nipu, who 
as for his age stood between them and tho other eleven younger 
brotlieiv, and being versed in royal polity was fit for the super- 
inteudcuce of tho kingdom, and full of grncionsnosa Diligent 
the stndy of the Vedas, in offering sacrifices nnd in the 
^rfonnaacc of the Vaidic, legal and oilier precepts ho ruled 
for twenty eight years with justice over liU subjects, living 
at ICc^aragrania where be hud built a splendid palace. From 
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t]mt Umc till now lufi dcsccudautfi arc crdled lords of 
rogiilmsk 

He having gone to tlio other world, liis son Haliiyudlia, 
beloved of all men, governed the realm wiili justice foi’ fifteen 
yews. After the death of Ualuyndlxa bis son IXariLam, endo' 
wed with great excellence, was king for twenty years. After (X 
lie had gone to rest, his sou ICondari^b eat on tlio tlutiuc for 
twenty eight yoors- Wlicn ho allot governing liis realm had 
passed to the other wi»rUl, Ids son Vipvwnhlxara, endowed wltli 
K treasure of all vlrtaus, reigned over his subjects for twenty 
eight years. After his death bis son NarAhori, a man inoom- 
purably rich in virtues, protected the realm for twenty seven 
years. He being dead, his sou, who was called ^drlLymm and 
£> 068 eseed virtues similar to those of KarAyatm, guarded his 
kingdom for twenty four years. When he ^7as dead, liis sou, 
colled Pfiyankara (amiable) because be was beloved by the 
whole world, was kbig for twenty nine years. After Ids death 
Ills SOD Dhurmangada became king, nnd when tlio latter after 
a reign of twenty years had expired, his son TdrApatl ruled 
for forty seven years. After his decease bis son Kdxna go¬ 
verned for thuty two years. 

These eleven princes ruled happily uid without paying 
tribute over the realm which had been bought from king 
Adis&ra. 


CHAPTER IJT. 

The four sons of kbg Kama, Vl^vau&tha and bis bro- 
th^^ fought against each other, each of them wishing to ob«^ * 
tAiD a part of the kingdom; hut having heard that at this 
time the famous Persian, sultan Mahmud of Ghasua, bad van¬ 
quished the lord of Delhi and founded in the of the latter 
a kingdom under his own dominion, they addressed thecosolvcs 
to him as to a supreme lord. But be, although for a Long 7. 
while cot able to compose the difihrences of the brotbors, yet 
desired them to pay him tnbute from their realms. And 
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Tooitha agreed to paj H from hisj ee reward for wliioh be 
got by order of the sntUo the wfaole kiogdom of his frither, 
while bis three brotben who reioeed to pay tribute, eaying 
that they ought not to do 60 ibr a kingdom which they bad 
obtained from their father exempt from taxes, got no share 
iQ the goremment TI^Taziatha being on good terms witli 
the suHao added to his patoraal kingdom Kiiiikadt and many 
other conotRcs, and rdgned for thirty one years with groat 
renown. Since this time thc»c kmga are aiso eobject to tribute. 

After Ti^TToiAtba'a death lUoiachandra paying the tribute 
obtained the kingdom and rolod happily for twenty three years. 
When he was dead, hie son, prince Snbnddhi, became kinff 
for twenty fire yean. The latter lefr his kingdom to his son, 
prince Trilocbana, who passed to die other world after a reign 
of thirty years. After hia death bis son Eajnskri succeeded 
him, aad left his kingdom after governing twenty sis years to 
Shasbtbldlsa, who sat on the throne for twenty nbc years. 
After the latter’s death his son, prince Ka^lnddia, was king 
ibr thirty four years. 

Under the goremment of Uiis prince it happened, that 
8. from ft troop of olepbaots T^ch were sent from tlio king of 
Tripura to AJcbar, saltan of Delhi, one large elephant escaped, 
and straying abont in a great forest now and tbeu broke into 
‘eillogea and alarmed their inhabitants. Kikplnktba having been 
one day informed that this elephant had broken into one of 
bis tillages and pot all the inbalfitaats to flight, gathered many 
soldiers about him and put the animal to dcadi. Sut tliis oc> 
currcnce having been drcomstantially known to the sultan 
of Delhi by his resident, the former was much enraged at tbe 
information and ordered by letter the Mohaomiodan governor 
of J^mhigfra to take EAy.tn&tha prisoner and bring bjp i uxto 
bis presence, essignmg him on army for the purpose The go* 
vemor npon the reempt of this order charged a great army to 
capture Ki^inktha and bring him to DelhL But Ei^Cnatba h ad 
likewise been infiumed of all throng his spies, and by the 


sAvioe 0 / Lis cuQiuellors iet out ood ficd toward tlie bank of 
tbc Bh&gtr&tlii, while the army of the Mohammedan goTemor 
constaotiy followed upon bis roar, at laet the Mobamme- 
dan aitaj and K&ola^tba wore separated only one day's jonr- 
ney. At this time K^L^btba having arnved in titc region called 
VdgoyAia took bia position to pass the rWer which touched 
the eastern part of the village of Aoduliyh. Xbero a certain 
dsherwomon came to the camp to sell her fish. KAfhihtha at 9. 
sight of them became glad, meditating thus: sioco along time 
I have eaten no fish, and yet I hare uovr no money; how 
then con I pnrehase these fisb? After a while be threw the 
golden diamond •ring he wore os his hand to ^e fislicr woman, 
took a large fish and s&d: ^^A servant cf mine who will fol¬ 
low me, shall pay yon a suitable price which I vnll fix, and 
shall redeem my ring.* Shortly after, when tbo soldiers of the 
Mohammedan governor being arrived at the spot saw this splen¬ 
did golden diamond-ring on the hand of the fisher womau, they 
asked: „Tell ns, fisher woman, where yon got tliis precious 
ring, and quickly too; if you do not, we shall know you have 
stolen ii Then we will Inform of it the prince of this corm- 
try, and you shall be punished as you deserve.* B^ng thus 
addressed the fisherwomau trembling replied: ^A Brahman 
bought a fish of me, and having pledged this ring for the 
price of it wGul off to get the money to pay for it* The 
soldiers of the governor answered: ,Where is this Brahman? 
Show him to us!* Thereupon tbo fisherwomcm having sought 
for him and found him oiler bathing in that river (the Bh^- 
gfrachi) quite absorbed In the veneration of ^e deity, made 
it known to them; upon which the army of the governor took 
him prisoner. Seme of his rednuc escaped; but S&ptn&tha 
himself, when it had been announced by the army that he was 
a prisoner, being put to death by the irritated king while in 
the act of uttering with a loud voice the names of the blessed 
Narftyana, obtained after his death a beatitude uoattmnable 
even by holy ascetics. The wife of K&^Atha, who ^vas with 
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10 . child> took with hit two tiimdrocl pounds of gold, uan toolc 
Olid one fomalc slaTO and one o^ciAtiug Brabmoxt, and went 
to live in tlis Louse of IlarikriBLna Scanuddbara, as though 
^ it bud been that of Lor father. 

^ CUAPTER IV, 

After a time at tbo aiispioions risiog of oU prcipitious 
pltAOts the wil9 of Kil^tDatba bore a son dislinguisliod with 
aL t)ic aospidous marks. Ou account of his bcaiitlfid (inmm- 
ntya) body the Pandits gave him the name of Kkma, and Sujh* 
muddL<li*;i, being liimscli' without a son, loved him mon^ tbuo mxch 
a one, 'When he had attdncd the age of a youth, liaving ac> 
guirod during his childhood like the holy Btlina himself all 
kuads of knowledge, undei^one also the ceremony of invesd- 
tore, and studied the law, Samuddbira, who doted 

on him for his amiable qDalides and his descent from an il> 
lustrions family, installed him in the government over his owu 
kingdom; and all his ministers submitted to this arrAngcm<Mit 
of his. In cousideraUen of R&ma’s buuig horn in tbr 
Aud having obtained the kingdom of Sumuddliuro, be was cvr* 
rywliero known by tlio name of Itama Sauiuddh.'iru. I laviag 
xnaiTied a wifb, lua c^ual in virtue end iiobiHty, bo begot 
her four sous, called DargAchlsu, Jagadlf^v, Zhinvallul^lia and 
Snbuddbi. 

• The eldest brother, prince BnrgAdAsa, Just after havuig 
* Aidergone in his eleventh year ^e ceremony of investiture, 
was once sojourning on the bank of the river which flows near 
VaJlabbapura, to witness there sports and dances. 

At this time a Mohammedan governor sent by the sultan 
U. of Delhi arrived there in boats with a great onny, upon wliich 
the retinue of DurgAdAsa seeing the anny fled for tear, while 
DnrgodAsa quietly maintained his place. Thru tbc governor 
asked him:> aXell me. Brahman, bow many kiotas*) is it 


) 0n« kro(a it ojuii to 11 mile. 
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irom herd to the city kacrwn by the psuie of Hugall ? and 
which road leada thither? Inform me, if you Hereon 

Purg^d^so, who by hunters and fishermen bad been made fa¬ 
miliar vdth all the ways, told him orery thing at length, the 
road leading thither, the number of the Tillages eitoated near 
it, that of the bends of the river, thdr measure and thoir con¬ 
tent of watery all this he o^plcuncd as if ho Lad seen it witli 
his own eyes. Tho govoroor being very much pleased with 
hie beauty, wisdom and intrepidity said: „I am highly satis¬ 
fied witli your feariessaeBS and other virtues; come with me 
tlma to the country of HugalL'* Hnrgitd^&a having taken 
eoimscl with his brothers consented. 

Dorgadiisa having accompanied the governor aud having 
after many oppressions of esteem received from l»rn clothos, 
ornaments and such like, as well aa money to be spent fbr de¬ 
licacies, was appointed by him to read In Pervan books; and 
Imvlng then by the aid of his superior intelligonco acquired in a 
very short time tbc essence of uU Persian knowledge, he excited 
the utmost satisfaction of the governor, who to express Lis con¬ 
tent appointed by on order to tbe office of a klnfingd (*), 
os it is called in tbe Persian language. Bnt Durg^iksa said: 
A Wo are kings by inheritance and know not bow to serve others.^ 
The governor answered: „Tben I will wnte to the Sultan of 
Delhi that he grant you a title and a kingdom; but now do 
08 1 bid yoiL* Having then without delay obeyed his 
directions, Durgudoaa reccivod after somo time the title df 
Majmuot-dilr (^) Bhav^anda, whicli tbe Sultan of Delhi 
couflerred upon him, and on this account remained in his of¬ 
fice of a kanCmgd. 

Some time after, having come home and made a division 
with Ins brothers, he built a palace at VaUabhapura, and ha¬ 
ving obt^ed the realm of his father Samuddhira governed for 
twenty years. The other pinoes lived bappHy, each of them 
having built a palace, prince HanvalJabha at Phatepura, Jo- 
gadl^a atKudlli^dchhi, and piinco Snbnddlu at PatbcilTadi. 
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At tbk time tlierc lived in Vaoga and tlie adjacent couu' 
ti’ics twelve kings enjoying tbeir kingdoms exempt from tuxa^ 
tioD, the hi'St of wliom was Prat&p&ditya. Among Ujcui the 
Inttei’ was a most excellent raler, conqueror of the hosts of 
his enemies, possessor of great wealth, and famous throughout 
the wliolo earth. The eultan of Delhi wishing to obtain tribute 
fnm these princes sent many armies, and actually sitccccded 
in subduing cloven kiugs; but PrsUp^ityu Imviog repeatedly 
vanquished the DcHuan armies shone as if ho had been Inm* 
self a second sultan of Delhi. At this time tlio governors of 
J&mhagtra and XIngali iufbmcd the sultan of Delhi of the 
manifold baseness of Pratup&ditya, that he oppressed with his 
numerous armies the little princes, for before his door stood 
fifty two thousand soldiers armed with shields, fifty one thou¬ 
sand archers, many borseiaea, many herds of furious elephants, 
besides innumerable soldiers armed with mallets and daris. In 
13 . a word, that he frequently killed even his relations. That an 
infant of his family, whose father and other relations hud been 
put to death by him, bod escaped and beou brought up by 
his nurse in the Kachvl-forest, wherefrom liegcttlic axunc of 
prince Kucha. That this prince bciag versed in Persian a!)d 
other science, of a compassionate heart and possessing all dis- 
tisguisliiag uurks of u king, Prat&paditya tried daily to kill 
him. That be sought also to subject themselves, and that there¬ 
fore, if sultan would send an officer of high rank accompa¬ 
nied by many gcncrale with elephants, horses and so forth, 
they would follow him and having captured Prat&p&ditya would 
deliver him up. These and other tbiogs of a like character 
they wrote to the sultan of Delhi. 

A short time after, the sultan of Delhi being informed by 
this letter of the hrtseness of Pratipfiditya, and finding the re¬ 
port confirmed by the presence of prince Kachu who had come 
to Delhi, ordered, bis lower lip swollen with wrath, an officer 
of high rank called Minasupbo, together with twenty two ge¬ 
nerals, to march out with a large army, and after taking Pra- 
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tikpidityft prUoncr to brin^ LIm as soon as possible into his 
presence. Hereupoa Mftpasuplia pat the order upon bis head (*), 
saying: Your Majesty is by this cooumsdoa coaferrixig a great 
laror upon me, and set out, ibllcnred by a large army; and 
‘wherever he stopped, the inhabitants fled a'cray and the longs 
generally disappeared. Some days after, the Mohammedan orniy 
haring come to tlie banks of tlie river rrluch flows near Ch&- 
po^a, all the kings of the adjacent countnoe for fear hid them- 
solves with their retinues, with the exception only of the Maj> 
muat-(UrBhav 4 aanda, who, intrepid as he was, came near and 14 . 
after the customary good-wishes saluted M&oosiipha putting 
off from bis hand his golden ring and other ornaments and 
offering them (as a tribate). IZaring thus gained the favor 
ofM&oosimba he said: ^Lord of great power! on your arnral 
all kings of this land hare fled; only I, lord of a few railages, 
hare remaned here to see your Grace, the king of justice; if 
you deure nac, ‘wbo am here to congratulate you, to do any¬ 
thing for yon, be pleased but to order it.* Munasunha ans¬ 
wered the M^muat-d&r: „Well ^en, Majmuat-dAr, make the 
necessary preparatioas for passing the river, that my soldiers 
may safely reach the opposite bank.** ^Mylord**, answered the 
Majrauat-cUlr, „althongh I hare but a small retinue, yet at tbe 
order of yonr Groce all shall be performed. “ Hereupon he led 
the whole army of Miuasimha with its elephants and horses 
safely over by means of various boats, transports and other 
vessels; when MUDOslmha himself had reached the oppoate 
bank, he praised the Majmuat- d&r. But having with his Cr^ 
crossed the river ho met with foul weather which lasted for 
seven days, and during which no difference was to be observed 
between day and night; for the host of the stars and the sun 
were covered, the heavenly spaces rent with migb^ tempests, 
and the globe dreoohed with drops of rain falling xritLont in¬ 
terruption. It was impossible to march on in any diiectdon, 
and the whole army was in great dejection. Not long before 
this the Majmuat-dlir bad accumulated a great store of various

more provisions to if) supplied Mauasiip ha us well <is Ihs g^*- 
uoTftU, heralds and bards, aud his elephants, horses aud iodt- 
soldicrs, to tbeir high satisfaction. In tliia way Maiutslnjlia 
Spent liap])ily cviii tills fold wentber ;tnd uller seven d;bys, 
trkcQ it Wus over and (lie llico of the bectve^us bevuuio visible 
again, bo in tlie highest degree gratified addn'ssrd the Mnj- 
muHt’dor: gTell me, after bow many days or on what day 
con I arrive ftom bere at tbe capital of X^ratilpildityii? and 
onwliicb side is the entrance cf tlie anny practicable? Writii 
it down accurately and give it to mc.'^ The Msjmuat-d&r 
having according to this order written everytiung accurately 
down and handed it to Manasiinba, was praised by tbc latter 
with many fine words and graciously addressed in this wtiy: 
„Oh biglmiiuded Hajauat-dor, when 1 return ngiun oiler the 
subjection of PratupJlditya, you shall utter n wish, and 1 will 
certainly grant it. Bnt como yoonclf along witli mo to the 
ca|Utjd of Pintapftditya.® Thus much buviug Kpoken he wsis 
silent. Some days after Munasiiidia reached tlie city of Pra- 
tap4dityn witli his grout lurmy. 

Put PratApuditya, huvLug leaned through bis spies the 
whole story of Manasiniha^s approach, bud drawn up the bulk 
of bis forces in a stronghold wbicli ho bod rendered nearly 
inoccoeribJe, and being therefore not reached by the darts and 
javelins thrown by the soldiers of Mftnasintba, signally defeated 
iltc army of the latter by means of bis many missiles, his great 
forces of fifty two thousand shicldbearers, fifty one thoii- 
16. sand archers and bis host of horsemen. Being ioformccl of 
this Munaslinba said angrily to bis generals: yo, gono' 

rals! unite all your armies at once and take that stronghold; 
if you do not, 1 shah cause you to be suitably punishod.'^ 
With these words he enjoined upon them all at once the 
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CAptiirc of the fort; ojiil Id consoqnonce of this order redoub¬ 
lings as it were, their vrdor and %btiog all together, their eye¬ 
lids red with wratb, they captured tUo stronghold. After this, 
both the armies, that of Miknnsinihn and the gornsoD of tht 
destroyed fortress, having como in sight of each other fiercely 
grappled fogetlter iu mauy pliiccs and dnnjig days, and 
('Och of them suffered great losses. ‘Xlien Muiiosiiiilui, percei¬ 
ving llmt but very fow Lorsemcc wore loft hi tbo army of 
PratApuditya, and taking coonaol thcrcoa with the Majmuat- 
(lAr, attended by rarioDS troops of olcphooU and hoisc attacked 
at OQCO with thousands npon thousands of horsemen the army 
of PnitApAditya, and having destroyed it m on instant, fettered 
Pratdpuditya, threw him into on iron cage, and turned back 
towaid the Mahommedou emperor who resided at Delhi. Some 
after this having come to CLupn^ he called tlicMajmuat- 
dor befoi'C him nud addressed him as follows: ,I have been 
highly pleased by the sc.al which you have mauifestod in tliis 
war, and you also liavo saved tho lives of my soldiers during 
the foul weather, which lasted without ioCcrmptioii for seven 
days. Utter, therefore, any wish you please, aud 1 will cer¬ 
tainly fulfil it^^ Being time dircoted, the Hajmuat-dAr related 
the whole story of the coming of Bhattan&riLyana to the town 
of Adistua, the succession of his family in the government, 
tlio flight of long Ki^fttba and his being killed by tlie Mo- 
hammedrm SuHan, and then uttered his wish to be reinstated 
in the goremmeut over tbc fourtccu cuuutrics the first of which 
is YAgoydoa. Having heard all this MAnasimha promised to 
fulfil it witliout fail, and departed for Delhi to wait upon tlie 
Sultan, accompanied by the Majoiuat-dur. The capUve Pra- 
tApEkditya died on the way at Beuares. 

Soon after the arrival aX Delhi Monasiipha reported 
there to tlie Sultan all the particnlars of his victory, and re¬ 
lated in full before him both the hospitality shown by tlio 
Majeumt-duv to the whole army during those sevou foul days, 
and his cooperation in the snl^cclion of Pj'otapAdityfL Flaviog 
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b€Ard tliis tbo Sultui directed that tLc above mcntioDcd Idas- 
man of Prntapaditya, prince KacliC) ebould govern tUo king¬ 
dom of Ya^barO) and &Tored bim 'witU tbe bocorarj title of 
Yapobarajit e. conqueror of Yapobara). As to ihe Majmuat- 
d&r, tbe Sultan Iconimg his origin, that lie vos tbo son of 
tbe king KipinMlia who had former!)* killed bis clcpliaiit, uud 
T>i>mg higlily eatiaiud with tlie report of the bospitoliiy be liail 
shewn in the way described, said to Mtlnasunlia: you 

^eadj granted n favor to tbo Majmunt*dAr, son of Kdptndtlia? 
for be is an cxcdlcnt man and bos assisted greatly in tbo sub¬ 
jection of PratlpEk^tya.^ Kunasir^iba answered: ^Xhe Majimiat* 
die requests tbe government of Vigoyina and tbe other tbi> 
t^n countries, and is now hero; but without tbe order of 
your Majesty I did not venture tbo donative of a kingdom.^ 
On tlus tbe Soltan replied: nBrisg tbe Majnmat-dbr before 
me, and also a documeDi which sbaU signify ^at 1 grant him 
18 , tbe kingdom dewed. ^ Upon this the Majmuat-d^ being caused 
by M&nasimba to pay bis respects to the Sultan, and having 
accordingly dene so and bold much converse with him, took 
bis leave. Then the Sultan taking conoscl with Milnasimba 
agreed to give to the Majmuat-dar, tlic kingdom requested, 
and r^oicod him wltli bis own signature to the diploma which 
granted him ^e royal title. The Majmuat- dfu: havuig imme- 
^ately made all arrangements accessary for tubing pcsecBuon 
of tbe kingdom, and Laving been highly honored by Mltna- 
almba, returned to bU own country. Some time after, betaking 
himself to his palace vdiich be possessed at Vallabbapura, be 
es,tended his power tbroaghout tbe fourteen countries which 
he bad obtained by order of tbe Sultan, and ruled over his 
subjects with justice. Saving erected a palace both lo the 
01^ called b^t^yhri and in tbe village named Uloliya, and 
set up there on image, be abode there for a time.

Aiter a period filled up with festivals, the Moba&iAadafi 
gof eraor of Jimb&gtra irishiu^ to oUc^ tKe govenodent 
tbc bfajmnat* dar’s kingdom, scot a messonger called Murad 
to call bim into Lib prcsaice, whereupon the MaJmuat-dAr, 
bcariag tho matter firom tlio mouth of tbc measeuger, went to 
J&ipbugtra, aceompauied bj ItU grondaon prince Goptramaua, 
the sou of bU cldeet son, prince QrikTisbpa, wbo was of aucom- 
moQ strength and whom be loved very much.

One day when prince 
Goptnunana bad gone to the river to bathe, a number of strong 
fellows exerted themselves to bring to the landing-place a latge 
stone intended for tbe veneration of tbc deity (of the river) 
tbat sbe might rit upon it, but the great weight of tlie rock 
rendered all their endeavors fruitless. Just at this time au ele¬ 
phant-driver was leading a great and furious elephant to water 
him at tbe spot, and tbe fellows said to him; »Lot your great 
elephant help bring this groat stone to the landing • place, 
and we will give you money as much as you want to procure 
food with.** Thus addressed, the elephant-driver set his ele¬ 
phant at work to move the great stone, but although the elephant 
several times strained with his trunk to Hfl the rock, yet its 
cxcesrive size prevented him fronx doing so.

Aitfrward, Qrtknsh^ horiog clicU ckildlcss sinnllpox, 
and priDce Govinda being leas compctftit to gotcru, prince 
GopAia» «nriclicd with TOrioi;s T?rt«ca, ruled over flio kingdom 
for seron years. Wlieo ho also had died, omoDg hia titrcc* 
sons, the princes N orendra, R>\mcpvara nud lb\ghavn, the first 
was of headstrong clinroctcr nnd not acceptable to Ids subjncb<> 
and also RiLruo^vtira not at all fit for tlic government; but 
prince Rlghava, as being endowed with every virtue, seeking 
for the welfare of his subjects and accomplislied in a bigli dc- 
was made king. Giving to bis brothers a certmn sum 
^,«^Vy month and paying tbo tribute duo to the Mohammedan 
' V6;dan he obtuned high renown and bscamo the confidential 
of the latter. After a time he erected in the village 
R$ui a beautiful residence, and built to the east and to 
the west of it two psloccs like moontalns, and in tlie sontli a 
soraglio with a irndtitude of magnificent palaces. There be 
jived buppily for a time. Some time after, the king of S(lta> 
snlkA, culled Soifkhun, n dear friend of Ibtgbava, cuiuctothis 
city to see the latter. Wheu then after mutual salutations .and the 


other customaay ecreinonics they were seated at case and coa- 
Torsing in a friendly manner togetlxer, the Mohoanne-dan king 
said to Rdghava: „Groat and miglity king, although here in 
your OWL ci^, you Hvo as it were the whole twelve months 
in exile.° nWhy, my friend*, answered lUgbava, *ho\v can 
yon assert, that one who lives in his own city spends his time 
in erile?® „Wbat other name®, repbed bis friend, „can be given 
to the dwelling of him, who lives where he hears ocitlicr the 
weeping of bis children nor the tinkling of ornaments?® Ra> 


tl, gbava assented, and having cotertained the Mohommedau king 
to bis satisfaction with all fit hospitality, siifierod him to depart 
Some time after, instigated by this speech of the Mohammedan, 
he destroyed the seraglio which stood to the south far ('‘) from 
bis'paloce, sndbufit another beautiful one of grass, wood aud 
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otUer matenuls hi tUe north ncur liis own dwelling. He erected 
also e p&Jece in a viJlago called Madurnit, and both the 
laces were royal reddenccs tuH of happy and wdl-fs&sorvants. 
Thus, owing to his orderly instituted venerations of ^d of 
love, he became famous thionghout all the land by'tk^ 
tihidc of sougs, to whieh he gave the oocaaioo. 

Some time after this he b^au to dig a great pdn(^ but 
though he spent upon it twelve thousand silver pieces, yet he 
saw no &gDS of water coining fortli. He, therefore, removed 
the supermtendoot who vrae set over the digging of the pood, 
called pivariimabhagyavat, and employed in his place ano&er 
clever man, to whom he gave fifteen thousand silver pieces. 
Hany men being constantly employed iu digging the poird,. 
all at once a strcnin of water gushed forth a vein 
they bad strock beneath in the middle of the pond, and having 
during seven days Aooded oven the most distant fields, gardens, 
and towns, emptied itself into the Oong^ After seven days, 
when the current of this etreom had ceased to fiow, it rtunamed 
<^uiet ia the pond which it had filled. On the eastern shote 
of this pond the king built a palace of bricks, in hlfA 
the mountain Kml&sa, and at the aame time bought fbr dlXT>000 
silver pieces besides wbat was to be contributed by each city, 
a great mass of things necessary fbr the dedication of the tank 
and for the erection of a phallus of Qira in the palace. He 
then invited many Brahmans fiom Anga, Vanga, Mc^dho, 
K&^, E!fLnchf and other countries, and bealdes these, kings, 
princes and ministers from various regions, wlio glad by the 
hosplt^ty shown them dwelt in various temporary habitations 
of bricks, trees, wood, doth and the like, and filled with pro* 
visions, whioh bad been erected both on the shore of the tank 
and in villager Here too were for the use of the Brahmans 
and the others who were not invited, hundredfold streams 
of darified butter, milk and honey, together with spihCuous 
liquors, which were consumed ('*) as fast as the servants, who 

guarded them for the hungry Brahmans and the other guests, 

«>• 
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served them up. Ileiv wow ulso to he Jbimcl mountain-like 
heai)s of barley, wlioat und otlnT dour, and immense stores 
of rice, peas and soup. At the si^ht of all these preparntious 
the princes and whoovor else had been bivited cclohrated 
aloud the glory of kiug It^lghaTO. Soon, tiio dcdicntloii oi’ 
tl:e tank and pbalhis being uccoiiiplishcd by priests siinilur to 
tlm teacher of the go<lA, in the middle of the great tisst^ihbly 
of wise prinucs from all coitnirios, tlio king dismissed the in¬ 
vited crowds, having entertaiord tliriii to their heart's eootest. 
The whole romuaDt of the pureliases of stoix» of clarified butter, 
wheat and flour he had formerly made, ho presented to the 
Brahmans. By the wonderful arranguinente here described 
K&ghava rendered himself highly cclelwated. 

Up to' this time the kings of Gaur and the adjaeeut coun¬ 
tries had never obtained a donative of elephants from the Sul*- 
26. tan of Delhi; but RighaTa, gratifying the latter by the payment 
of the dsed tribute and by his presents, obtained it for the 
first time. Some time after tliis, having set up at ]^avrtdvlj>;( 
a statue uf Gnncfa, he begun to erect a building of bricks 
which slionid contain a phallus of MahiH”L. 'When however 
this was but h^df finished, he expired and nitciiicd tb<' fiuai 
felicity, Iiaviug thus ruled over the earth tor fifty oue years 
US if lio had been the chief of the gods.

Hi^hava bad two suns, the princes Itudroriya and Vip- 
vanAtha, of whom Itudraraya, who was rich with virtues like 
bis father, became king. Having finished the building ^7bich 
his thtlier hod begim atKavadvipa, be erected there, followiog 
the example of bis father, a phallus of Qiva, which he ca]l4>d 
Kughave^vara (the lord of Righava). The Sultan of Dollu 
gave to Rudmruya the government over the two countries 
Kha4^ and JodS and, as a token of his fivvor, the title of a 
Mah&r6Ja; further, the permission wliicb no other prince had 
yet been able to obtain, to erect upon his palace a story which 


ill Pcrsi&n is called kangiiriib (suid ii dooatioQ of arrows, 
tlu^ drums and tbo iiko. (As a suitable rotmn for this, Rn* 
droraya made Lien a gift of ouo thousand bead of catUe il^ 
tiie sixteen otiicr great gifts among wiiicU was amass of ^ 
equal to RudrarAya's Ovm weight. 

Leading always a virtuous Lfc, a ii’iend of truth, libor^ 
compuseioimte, ho i\iIod over bis subjects like onotUer Yudbi* 
shtliira. Xlic place lleui be called Knslui&aagara ia honor of 
IGisbiia and because many herdsmen lived thsro, and soaing 
in MadurnA groat numbers of lotus dowers, ho gawe tlic place 
the ruune of (prinagura. Near ICnsh^nagma flews a smalL 
river, wldcli, however, is woat to rise ia the rainy season; at 
such times hunts used to come and go there. One year a 
Mohaenmedon genenJ attempted to stop with 3iis boat at a 
landing-place near the seraglio of ICiishnansgara, which the 
servants of RuJrar&yn endeavored to prevent by such hardi 
words as: you may not stop hero, Mcbammodaul you most 
go farther away I and tlie like. From words it eumoto blows 
between them, and on both ^des some lives were losi After 
the espiration of one year, damming up this same river to the 
North and South, be constructed a canal containing an abun¬ 
dance of water and extending northward and southward, con* 
nected with the ditch which surrounded the city. Six years 
after his accession he was summoned by the governor of Jdm- 
biigfra, who wished to obtain the tribute from bis realm, but 
bo did not make bis appcarancs. On this the governor, colled 
SiristhakliAn, sent messengers to bring Rudrarky a before him; 
and the latter on their arrival made every effort in their power 
to accomplish their mission. But Eudraraya having bribed 
them with a coosideroble present, sent the tribnte to tlie 
governor of J&rabSgtra, but did not appear personally before 
bim. Upon this the governor highly irritated wrote to the 
governors of Murshedabad, Urijdnagara and Hu^y and some 
others who were subjected to him, that Eudrardya affecting iS. 
on equality with himself, altUougU repeatedly summoned be- 
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fore liufl, liAcl Dcwe obeyed tbeeummoos; :iod tLat tUey ruust 
by eoou) stratagem w other take lum pneoncr and bnog him 
to bis city. By this order Lc cusod Bodrarays to be enticed 
by some trick into the neighborhood of TT«gly, to be there 
surrounded by a body of stddiers and brought to JdmhugSro. 
On bis arritsl there Budrnriya paid the governor his rcspo<:tH 
saluting him with tbo custoiDAry ooremomes, in retuni fur whicl) 
the governor honored him repeatedly trith gmeions aud friendly 
eonversations. Abont this time it hi^pencd one d&y that Ku- 
drarftja after a convmatiou with the governor, gmng home 
from the residence to lus cm dweHii^, saw m a Bbop near 
the road a merchant who was is leather shoes, and 

remarking the beaaty of the shoes gave orders to his servants 
to buy some of them. Bnt as (hey could not ^ree re^diog 
the price, a dispute arose between them, is which the mer¬ 
chant manifested dkrespect towards the servant as he was 
about to turn and go away^ by putzii^ down ooe shoe and 
beating it with anther, at the same time the insulting 
words: „sQch luggling is worthy <»ly of beggars; get you 
gone from hercl^^ Bui Bodrardya, who oe beuriiig this was 
quite distracted with ngc, ordered his servuuts to lay Iiold 
of the fellow and after boatLOg lum severely with the shoes 
to throw hhu oat ot his shop. The other shoe mmlisiits who 
..■had seen tho aflair, having laid their comrade upon a bed 
Sk jibktenod to inform tho governor of the MaliihAja^s misconduct; 
but the latter out of scot a minister of bis to the 
governor with a letter in which he promised to pay a fine 
of one bondred thousand silver pieces. The governor having 
learned by inqoiiy the whole matter, was astounded at the 
prince’s violence; but os the IsUct’s serrant just then <^ainG 
to dedver him the above luentkmed letter, he read it and hy 
and bj^^re it with a sonic, and said: gThe prince has only 
punished some scoundr^ who bod transgressed thdr proper 
limits; 1 can not, therefore, he ai^^y with him, I can only 
prmse him. If J were to ponish him on account of his rough 


trcalmcot oi you, Low tlien conld good citucQS abido m my 
city or rest tLei’C? On the contrary) tbc scoundrels would 
tbou gfUD tbc upper bond. The prince, ibeiefore, has acted 
for tbc piibbc wclfurc." With these and like words Lavlog 
encouraged tlio minister of tbe prince, he dismissed him, Mcait^ 
while the priouc huwug bought uU die shoes for n sum of tea 
tliouscud pieces, and distributed them among tbc people, ex* 
cited by this deed the liigh sadefuetion of the goTcmor, wl)o 
disinisaed him after bestowing upon him a donative of ele¬ 
phants, horses and the like, uud granted him any wish he 
might choose. Upon this a mun caUed llariuikrftyana, who 
held the oiUcc of a k:\uttng^, hearing of the great favor which 
hud been bestowed by the governor upon the Haharuja, said 
to his followers la an irritated manucr, aud so that it must 
come to tbc curs of Kudraraya: gTon kuow the great honor 
which has been conferred upon Rudraraya; he bos prepared 
to depart without paying me a viut, and takes no notice of 
me; see, then, what Is to be done In the m&itci'!" Eudi^ardya 
being infonned of tbis said in return: ^Prince Harindruyami 
owes his oiBce to money, and 1 owe my kingdom to money 
too.* With those words seeing a la^e bambu ata^ the end 
of which was provided with a sharp iron point, standing near, 
(he cootinuod} with a loud voice; „Wl:ule J can give a heap of 
gold high oQOQgb to cover an upright staff as long as this here^ 
where is the ^d of Harin&r&yana, to do the sainc?“(‘**^ 
A servant of llariuiir^yana who was near by and heard iliis 
speach, instantly went awuy to report it to his master, whereon 
tlie latter, trembling for fear that he should lose his office, 
went forth to wait upon Itudraruya, who well pleased vcot 
himself to meet him. Hannor^yana having paid court to Inin 
with many fiattenng words dlsiolssod him home. thus 

obtained permission to returu, the prince took hom£^ik him 
an architect caUed AllvakhaoH, by whose sdd ho began uHcr 
his ATTival to erect bis pcdacc at ICnsbuoni^ara; ia the first 
place he built four palaces eastward from his owxi police.

saw it, and another to the East of great beauty; finally 
a seraglio embelli^ed with nnxnbers of the most pleaang 
edifices. At the same tio>e be built from the south western 
quarter of Krishnanagara a canseway high as a man and 
very brood as for as (pantipora, and planted on bolli sides 
of it ro^vs of holy fig trees, Ica^ng proper intcrvtds betweeu 
them; then he dedicated it according to rule. 

lie lod a very riglitcous life and fuond Lis p!cuin;rc iu 
a truly Srahmmical behavior. While he stayed at Junilin- 
gtra, the governor being pleased with him had presented Liffi 
robe woven of gold and other pretdoos stuft, and a very 
valuable shawl to be worn os a turban; as well as flags, ar- 
i^a, drums and such thinga. It is a custom then, in accr^ 
% the of a drum, having lifrad H upon one's shoulder, 
to pay to one^e lord tbe duo reverence. *Whm then in tho 
.present ease the drum bearer was prq)aii 2 ig ibr the suiuo ce¬ 
remony, the prince said to the persons present: nAs n Brah- 
IsaD, ,«^pay not the drum upon my shoulder; for doing 
so 1 contaminate myself” The otliers replied: „How! 

this is mce ibr all tbe traditionary custom of all officers; how 
is it possible then to do otherwise?* The prince replied: ^If 
this be so, tbe gift of the dnun js Qot for mo.” The govrrnor

thcQ loforzcQd bj tho drum bearers of tbe whole matter, 
gave orders, that if Braliojoas be cootaminatcd by lifting a 
dmiD, Budraraya ehoold not be forced to do so, but the do^ 3%. 
native should nevcrtliolcss be given bim. It is likewise custom 
during an audience before a Hobammedun Sultan, or such 
a person, to p\it on an cnibroidered garment covering ail tlw>e 
limbs, and anotlicr embroidered upper garment I'eacbing fr^j^ 
tJic feet as fur as the waist But the prince had ouly put . 
garment witb threo hems and not embroidered, on acefAtt, *' 
of wbicli tho persons surrounding the governor happcninglp 
see it said: »Why do you come in such on attire to pay yo^ ' 
respects to the goveroor when it is forbidden by the etiquetfs^ 
of the court „Vlrtnous Bi’ohmans^ replied Budrarhya, „use* 
to wear such a garment as mine; but by court dresses they 
are contaminuted.'* The governor overhearing this conversation 
said to his retinue: ^How can you say so? If by any custom 
Brahmans arc oontumuiatcd, why slionld they be requited to 
ibllow it?“ On this deciwon the courtiers were silent; and 
io this way tJic governor being pleased with Budr&rdya was 
wont always to take tlie Iatter*s part. 

Budrardya was alap a great composer of quarrels. Once 
a qaorrel between two Brahmans of Matiy&ri about sharing 
tlicir inheritance was brought before (he iung, who being infer- 
med of aU, saw, that the partition of their share having alreadiy^ ' *1 
taken place, there was nothing more to be divided, and that, 
therefore, they were merely quorrelljiig without reason. He* 
therefore, decided, that as nothing but the name of Bha^ 
chhryo, which the members of their burdly bore as an honori^. f ' 
title, was yet unshared, this name should be divided, and oo^ 
of them be caUed Bliatta, tbc otiier Achoxya. This aoecdot^SS. 
is famous even to this day. The elder brother, K^jkliv 
then at Mi^y&n, but Aobarya chose KuddligadQfy 
abode.

athletic exerdses ia high faror iritb mestlets. Cue diiy, huviu|' 
by Impulse of a desire gcme to the river to bathe tborr, 
be xiscd to do every day, aod playing in the water, a blunt 
boat of thirty two oars and uuumed Iiy tlic same niuubcr uf 
sailors und a beloismaa approached rapidly the landing {dace 
where he was bathing. At the right of this tlic prince, fusU> 
nog his Lip belt with his npiter garment and taking a posi¬ 
tion to pnrii bock the boot, said: ^HeliDsmun, let your KulorM 
row the boat os with all tbeir might; I will then with my 
two hands drive it back again.* The helmsman replied on- 
xiouriy: n^y lo^t how dare we do bo? Por if the vessel ru¬ 
shing on with great speed docs any honn, I shall suffer lor 
it in this world and the next* The prmee answered angrily: 
„If yon disregard nj eononasds, X ahafl have yon puniriiud 
as yon deserve. Hasten, therefore, to qnjdtcn the motion of 
your boat* Being thus ordered, the LehnsmaQ drove Ins beat 
04. forward with great Speed* prioc’e, considcriug that it 

was now his dnt)' to preveot H from strikmg the riiure, re¬ 
pelled ft with his haods with each force os almost to breulc 
it to pieces. The uod his sailors were all petrified 

vrith astonishiucnt (vobaHy: were like painted boys). XVince 
BAmachaadra bcisg also a very skilful huntsman built a pa¬ 
lace at Bhempara to rest there after the chase, and used to 
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go thither from tune to time in order to hunt. Thus, one 
morning, having accompliflhed the daily observanees, as well 
as those appointed for such an occasion he mouutcd n 
swift horse to ride to the bunt to Bbempura, after having put 
00 bis armor, taken a mace and a sword, and selected for 
hie tsain a host of servants armed with spears, darts, arrows 
and the like. On his way be was soddeady infomicd by hfs 


servanta, that close to him in the midst of the forest a huge 


bufGrio with riiorp boras, which had not been romarited at a 
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distance hy reoeoD of the fog which filled the atmosphere, was 
on account c£ its catorol antipathy against the horse rushing 
upon the one ho rode \ and that therefore the latter was trem* 
hhog in its gait for fear. The prince liaTiag obserred the 
some himself alighted frooi his horse, and baring given the 
bridle into the hand of a sorrant and taken a mace into his 
own, took hia poatiou in iixmt of the bnfialo, as firm as a’ 
post. The bufialo, bending down its head imtU its homs tou¬ 
ched the ground, and raising a cloud of dust like a whirlwind 
by its contiaual wrathful snorting, come rushing fhrioasly upob 
the prince. So soon os it was in roach, the prince havlDg s^* 
sed its homs with both his hands flung the beast far fmm 3». 
him, and just os it was getting up upon its hind*fost after 
its foil, killed it with one powerful stroke of his mace. Then 
liaving tom out its two homs with his hands he went home. 
This story being famous everywhere and with ercrybody, 
some time after there came from Torioiis coimtries young wrest¬ 
lers who haring heard the story wished tu wrestle with £&• 
machandra; but surprised by the sight of his body and his 
dejterity gave up their demre and deristed from the trial, prai¬ 
sing the prince as a wonderful man and on incarnation of some 
god. Having been hospitably entertained by him they returned 
each to hia home again. Some time being elapsed there came 
A high Mohammedan officer, aPsujdirC^) as it is called in 
Persian, who being gifted with great strength and skilled 
in athletic contests hod come to wrestle with onr princ& 
After his arrival prince R^acliondra informed his father 
of it, saying: „Yovu Majesty, a high Mobommedan of¬ 
ficer has arrived to wrestle with me; os your Mi^esty com¬ 
mands, so it sh^ be dooe.^ Budrar&ya replied: ,A hous^ 
must be prepared for the Mohammedan officer to liv^ in, and 
delicacies for his food. But bow may we wrestle wiffi a Mo- 
liammedsn? If he wish to witness your strength, you may ex¬ 
hibit it to him. Go also to his lodging to pay him hospi¬ 
table attention and euterl^n him with conversation." When 
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tbc next moi’iuug BuniacL&ndra bad repulsed to tho Mubaumio 
diui officer aud ^oe through the UBual ccrcniouii'S of iimtu^iJ 
&dutatioDf lie was mformed by the Uttar of bis desire i\s* follows: 

36. „1 wUhed to wrestle with you sQOC you are a great hero uiid 
a skilful wrestler, and I too am practised in the soiiiu ui't. Now 
let Dic know your opinion-“ TJie prince n^plicd with n 1 * 0 v<«- 
reucc; «You are employed by my superior in a liigli ofllre, 
and tUcrcfi»re always an object of my veneration. We 
priiicce arc to be uduiouisLcd by yoiv to what jk prupin ^ 1 
will act, tberefbre, as it slicdl please you who arc judge of 
wbat is bccomiug or unbecomiug.” The Mobauimcdan Ixdiig 
]Jgbly pleased with these words ouswered: »You are superior 
to me, 0 prince, cot only in strength, but also iu judgement. 
We, therelbre, \yiJl not wrestle together, but I will rather 
witness wbat you can do.* The pricce cousented, and having 
takeu hold with both hands of a mango tree of four or hve 
years growth and full of brandies and boughs, which was stun* 
<ling before the Mohacuncdui, tore it up witli a sioglo oflbrt. 
TIjg Idohnmincdau and his retinue said to c.'udi otlicr: a ii^ui 
of siioh cxceeduig power wo have never ) Ct seen nor lieurd 
of; the prince bos given us licro an oxbddtiou <if supcrliunuiu 
strcngUi. After those and shnilur praises tljo Mobauimcdun 
went home satisfied iu a high degree. 

When oftci* a short time Ibloiuchaudra came to Jftmhi' 
girs, be was celebrated tlierc by everybody under tho name 
of the stroag man and the mfgh^ eater. Hearing of this, bs'uc- 
dalida, a minister of the Amir al Umark ('**') appointed over 
Jflrnhftglra, who himself managed tho coucenis of the rcalni, 
saluting Runmehendra said to him, that he wislied to witness 
37. his appetite and his vigor. But B&maclmndrn replied: kHow 
is it posable that you should see my appetite when 1 am not 
perinitted to eat new a (Jhdra?* Mondalalafuiswercd: „After 
havh^ put on a wliito gannout, taken a bath and observed 
the 0 ^ 1 ^ rites I only wislied to see it Irom afar off.* But 
R&macbacdra sud: »After all these ccremouics you are nutlnng 
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l><it & Q&dm; whj ilicn dliould yon porpoao it? Bot if you 
wisJi to witness toy vigor, what prevents jou from doing loP 
If yon arc desirous to see it, I will show you my power. “ The 
uoxt day Jldmodmudra hariiig gooo to Nandalfila, tbe latter 
said: have Iwugbt a very swift imd strong liorse for 800 

pieces to ride upon? this I wished to Imvo mounted by you.“ 
lUnuwIirkJidrn replied: „I am wont to ride a horse belonging 
to the famous race of Bolkh and Turkistuii; but tids is a horse 
<»f low race and without strength | as soon as mowted by me, 
it will instantly die. It is, therefore, not proper that I sliould 
iDOuut it" But h^andalula said: „If this horso dies on account 
of your mounting it, let it die. My desire to sec t)>e speotaclo 
is gixiat, while if it dies the loss is uot great Bide it there¬ 
fore witli all vigor.* AJthoogh Bhraachandra again and again 
cudeovored to dissuade him from uselessly killing tlie horse, he 
iiud it made ready and produced it before Bdmachandra. Upon 
this the latter said .‘lucw: BMagnonimons lord, if I mount the 
horse from .a low positiou, the violence of my leap will in¬ 
stantly break its hip. 1 will, therefore, place myself on a 
somewhat elevated part of yonr palace and mount the horse 
as it stands hclow This proposal baring been approved 
by Nandolahi, BAmacbandra moimted the horse. But when, 
having redo a Uttle way, he pressed it with his heels and legs 
for the sake of quickening its progress, it fell down and died, 
aU its bones ou both sides breaking with a crashing noise (*'). 
All who saw this spectacle were astomided aud extolled RA- 
machondra as a demigod. One day Edmochsadra liftdug up 
WTtb his hand a great pillar of wood in the building where 
Nahdalhla lived, which was strongly built in with bricks shore 
aud below, put under it a pocket handkerchief be had noticed 
in the band of a servant, saying to all tbe youth: ^1 wonder 
if yon arC' able to pull this cloth out again.* Thus a^drSjtsed 
aj) stood silent, deliberating on the possibility of what ke de¬ 
manded to be done. Seeing them in ♦hia embarrassmeDt be 
lifted tho pillar with both Ilia arms, and brooking the flat roof 
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of tie pahccC’) the clotli. At siglit of tJjU ali 

were struck dumb with surpriae. Some cltys afWr this, Nwi- 
dftlftla wishing to witness the iq>petite of Rimacliandra caused 
.% rela^on of the letter’s to boil for him iu Ins owjj gjirdon a 
great store of fish, moat aud other eatables; Nandolila ;7heu 
iie saw the quantity, wos ftstonished. Similar proofs of his 
power mmachonclra gavo in many other ways. 

In ooDBOquonoe of his being oocupied with such rxploltx 
be did not pay his duQy veneration to the gods, and was 
5ft dhite ('*) to converse witli tho Pandits; while his father Ku- 
dcariya was od aocouat of his ever exemplary life celebrotod 
under the name of Rudrarishi (L c. Rtidra the holy sago). 
Thus Rimachandra being not obedient to bis father was net 
much beloved by him; Rudrariya, therefore, did net transmit 
the kingdom to him, bat, either with the intentioa of gi¬ 
ving the kingdom to another of his sons, or in order to in- 
flueac^R&machandxa, by the fear of lo^ it, to behave bimsolf 
ift a enonoer agreeable to him, wrote to the Saltan of Delhi, 
requesting, the latter might give orders, tliaC to whomsoever 
of Ids sons he should give his kingdom, the airao shonld be 


established in it. Tbo Sultan of Delhi haviiig oasentod iu- 
fbrmed Eudrarnya of his permission by a letter of reply. ITaving 
after Ae,Teceplion of this sixlograpb letter from the Sultan 
rglei for some time longer over bis kingdom, he fell

but being cored there by the physi- 
eianSA hJflS&ness oheclq|d, he went home to I&iahiiaDaganv, 
where he arranged with great pomp the grand antumnal feast. 
Yet his sickness increasing he went back again to Siikhaei- 
gar^ having prooure^^eviously the whole appuratns necessary 
performaoce of his funeral ceremonies, and ooUeeted 
of money in order to satisfy with presents the in- 
^i|||HK|^ans. Then feeling hU end near, be distributed gold 
piec||BMd, garments and food very liberally among the Brah¬ 
mans, and said to his sons and followers? »I have previously 
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in’ocnrr^d dl tbiugs necessaiy for my Amoral, and tho time of 
my death is near; oidy a boat which I have sent to the cotm* 40. 
try of Hiigly to fotnh sandal wood ibr my concrematioo, has 
not yet anivod. If it delay yet longer) I shall not see it, nor 
bo horned with it, and this is canaing me great sorrow.* As 
lie aaid tide, the host of servants strutding before him informed 
irim, that tho host loaded with tlmt burden of wood had jnst 
arrived. He tlicn s$dd In prcscoco of all bis miDisters ajid 
sons; xPrince lUmacbandra is not obedient to me, nor does 
ho Aud his delight in protecting his subjects; prince 
vans, on the contrary, is anxious for the love of his ^uhjeets 
and devoted to me; I, therefore, anoint him king.“ And with 
those words he instantly salted him. Upon this prince Kh* 
macliondra said to his father: gYour Majesty, what means of 
subsistence will remain to me yonr servant?* Rudrsr&ya replied ? 

))Z shall provide for your sustcnouce by your brother.* „!EUjua- 
jivsua always bad a hatred i^ainst me*, said Riioadiandra) 

„be never will take care of mo.* ^But if I order it, be 
do so*, repbed Rudrar4ya; upon which E&macbsDdra replied 
again: „I, Rfimaebandra, will always submit to the arrange^ 
ments of my father; but if E&majlvana do not take care of 


mo, I shall know bow to And my sustenance.* With these 
words he was aileot After a time Rudrariya died ^^MM|ained 
tlie state of eternal bappinesa, bis body lying bank 

and half in the water of the BbAgiratbl, and Lis i^^d emplo^d 
in meditating on tho names of Rdma. .. ^ ^ ' 

His sons and bis ministers having then burned tnw with 
sandal wood and clarified butter, and presented the obasQuial 41. 
cakes to bis manes, went home to Knslmani^ara, tbec^*^earts 
perplexed with grief. Having respecti^ invited thi&^^e 
Pandits of Angs, Tanga, Magadha, Saur&sb^, 
cb! and yet other districts, together with the.hingjTCEiaccs 
and minisiers of the same connbries, (Ramajivaha) 
biuldiDg filled with hundreds upon hundreds of dishes with 
eatables of all kinds ('*}, and employed there fmtbAjl and plea- 
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saut spoken servants to fumisU ever to tlie Brulimnos and tlie 
others who might come thither ridi food to ^peesc tbcir ap> 
petite. Further, for the lodgement of the Brahmaua tvlio aliouhl 
arrive, he built toward each of the four quarters of heavcu 
Jrom Krisbncuingura a camp extending for a kro^a (1^ mile), 
and able to accomodate titousands upon thousands; thcix« tou 
he established a store of tutIous provisions. To the Bruhinaiia 
then, who on tlicir arrivul from various coMiitrics had hncu 
reuelvedbf his brothers with expressions of esteem, he assigueJ 
their lodgements iu the previously erected buildings; and also 
the Bralimans find other persons who liad come, attracted by 
the mere minor of the burial, he entertained with all kinds of 
eatables. Ten days having been filled up with tlie numerous 
ceremonies, upon the eleventh the three brothers distributed 
among the Brahmans garments, ornaments and vessels of sil> 
ver, brass, copper, bronze and the like, for their father’s sake. 

A'certain eoEection of gills, to the number of sirteen, 
land bung the first among them, is generally knowu os »the 
sixteen*: these, sixteen times repeated, constitute wlmt is ter¬ 
med a gift-ocean. (•^') Of tlicse so called gift-oceans there wore 
distribnted twenty one, vi^ sixteen consisting of bronze vus- 
4‘i. aels, four of silver, and one of gold; furtlier there were given “ 
many presents of elephants, horses, boats, hammocks and the 
like, as US of bulls, each of which was coupled togetlier 
more than one hundred thousand persons ^o 
^ 4^0 4beir fill. In short, whoever came was satis^, 
as it the sacrifice t^t^udhish^hira. 

When after this the three brothers had taken their places 


is the ttidst of the Pwdits and princes, who, having been seu- 

f 3 aagernbly iPte enrpets and couches for the purpose 
eg tb^'Customary honor of aiichence, saluted themes 
red ^'rising from their seats, priuce lUmachandra 
himself to all who were present, with these words: 
ou, by whose presence this assembly is rendered glo- 
a cooncil of gods, I wish to lay as a^ir ofxnuic: 
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he pleased to he&r it. My fetlier laid upon me tliis mjonctiou: 
you aboil bo cared ibr by R&majl?ana, but tbe klagdom bIiaII 
go to t|ic latter. Now, if my brother actuoUy docs make pro- 
visioD ftr me, tbis order of my fatber aball never be trans¬ 
gressed by mo. Let liim then docbire in this assembly in 
your presence, in what way be will looko me this proTislon; 
you shall bo witnewes thereof." As upon these words Utima- 
pvana remained silent, KTuuacliaudra began anew: „My brother 
declines to reply; I, therefore, must myself iix tlie conditions 
of onr agreement in regard to iny provi^oo. MaUydri and 
sundry other villages subject to the king with tbe obligation 
of paying him ao nnoual tiibote sball p$iss into my posacs^u; 
fm*U\er ten thousand silver eoius, four hoitcs for my driving, 
uhI, as I am fond of fab, tbe pond called PoyoladaLa shall 
be given to me, tbe lotcer free from taxation. This is tlie 03. 
way iJr which ray biotbcr aball take care of me.* Upon this 
all who wei'c sitting In the assembly, cried: Highness 

prince XUmachandra has spoken well; this his nigbocss prince 
Kliinajivana ccrt4iiDl7 ought to do." Ihlmajlvana, however, did 
not consent, but said: ^IIow oan yourlCgboess make siich^u 
proposal? In the some way as you have been snpported by 
my father, you shall also bo supported by me. But how can 
you lay claim to the possession of M&tiy&ri and the other 
villages and to oU these things you demand?" By these words 
tbe heart of Bdmadiandra being moved to angor, hfi' called ^ 
witness all who were present, went to bis stable, mounted that 
excellent horse of bis which was able to bear him, bade all 
bis servants accompany Llm, and departed instantly for the 
capital Hogly. But Klmajivana bdng informed of tbe^hole 
matter, ordered a uomber of soldiers tearing bin ba^ yet 
as soon as they had come within sight of him, aSA beeo lo<^^ 
at by him with an eye red with wrath, they fled aw&y. Having 
arrived at Hugly, R&maebandra related the whole matter to 
the Foujd&r residing these. 

In tbe meanwhile R&majivana having a^ler a ^lendid

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cnitertoijuneut Oismisscd tbc umted BrAbm.ins nod other giiests 
becaiuu anxlotie, And ruled over Ids kingdom Tvitbout trauqxtiU 
lity, wliUc tJie VaujUir of Hugly, b^g mneb plcnscd with tbc 
licroic qualiliCB of Udfliacbiuidru, reported by letter tbc nffuir of 
tbc two brothers to tbc governor of Jibplibgim; and Jinvutg rc> 
ceived au answer vritli die latter’s own signature, conferring upon 
ItiknuKbaiidru tbc govenunent over bis patent'd kuigdoin, t]i»- 
ihissod the latter to Ins own rciinUy whicli wns now inndo 
over into ills own possession. Kriinnobftndr.'i tlieii wont to bis 
residcucc ut Qrbiugani niid began to condnet tbr government 
of tbft raalm. Bnt Buinajivnua liaviiig {jollectcd a great aiiny 
to figbt against bis brother, they now and tbeu gave battl(> 
to cftcb other. Yet ns during tlw following tlirec years winch 
were tJius filled up wiUi w*ar, K&majivaiia repeatedly sent 
tribute to the bCohsmmedan governor, be succeeded in retainuig 
bis paternal kingdom, while Kamaebaodra obtained for a sca^ 
sou tlie sway over some villages. Ailcr some time Udiunji' 
van a having by some stratagem token HiVnacbandra prisoner, 
and sent him secretly to Jambdgtra (*•), reimiincil Iiinmelf in 
pussesriou oi the. whole and undivided kingdom. But as lu* 
never went to pay Iris rtispects to tbe governor of Jainbrtgfni, 
and also neglected to jxty lu full tlio stipulated tribute, tbr 
govumur being inndi iiritatod by tins conduct scut an uni> 
bassador, colled priuce liildliilvnlioblni, to tbc <*<)Urt of XUrnA- 
jNana with tbc eommissinn to cjiH io both tbc arrears of tlir 
ibitner tribute and tbc whole uinuuut now to be paid, and to 
explore at the same time>Jiow much revenue IbuinajlvAua re¬ 
ceived from his kiugdoiu. 

When a few daj's after tbe amval of llddlidvallablia a 
very vehement and even violent strife aixiso between them in 
consequence of a quarrel wlricli had taken place between tiieir 
^rvants ou occasion of the delivery of tbe tribute, Eadb&val* 
labba, suppressing bis excessive wrafb, reported by letter to 
the governor of Jhinhdgtra the great basecesa of lUmajtvAou 
and bis oppositlou to paying tl^c tribute Justly deuianded from 
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2mu, and at tho sams time the excellence of Ills younger bro- 
tbcr Biimcilmshna. Haviug I’ceeired upon tbia a letter with 45. 
the governor^a own signature, to tlie cftcct that le should take 
BiknaJlvaDa prisoner aud give tlio kiiigdora to Itauiakrlsbao, 
be occupied himself with the latter's iustnllatjou into the g^ 
vemment. 

At this time it happened, that the capital of QobhArimho, 
king of Chetiiyii, was plundered by Krisb^Auia, king of Vor- 
dbfljnAna, whose country was not far from that of (jlobli&simba. 

But soon Qcbhasiniha, greatly enraged At tine attack, mar- 
cbiug tbrougb a forest by a road unknown to the inhabitants 
of VardbamAna, passed tbc river DAmodara, on the bank of 
which YardbainAna lies, and took up a po^on before the 
latter city. Prince Krishnarslma then observing the advance of 
the hostile army, and perceiving that he wps doomed to perish 
with Iiie followers, as no oxpedient of escape fixMii the enemy 
appoured, all opportunity to flee being taken from liim, and 
preparation far a war not having been made, in consequence 
of t])is xeHection c;aiscd bis son, (pr^agadriima, to put on fe> 
male apparel, and to seat hiihsolf upon a car for women, and 
sent him, undetected by the hosUle army, to the court of BA* 
luaknshna at Krishnanagara. Considering further, that it would 
be a groat disgrace for Ids retinue to fall into tho hands 
of tlic enemy, he ratlior put them to death with his own hand. 
After this (^bluisiniha having arrived with his army and slmn 
KiishuarAma as the latter bad Ins retinue, overflowed Var* 
dbamAna^ but JogadrAma, who had fled, was kept concealed 
by BAmokfishna in the province of MAtiyfiri. hfeauwbile 
pobbAaimha extended his power oU over Vardhamkoa, the 
rest of KriBhnar&ma's ibllowers, who were yet aUve, having 
fled. At this rime Siipha having seen a very beantiful daughter 46, 
of Krishnariina who by some chance had escaped death, and 
fallen in love with her, began to keep her as his mistress. 

And in spite of the admonltioos of his counsellcrs, to tho oflect 
that he Bhoul(\ not inconsiderately enjoy one who belonged to 
V* 3. 
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tbc pnrly of liis cnemie?, lUitif, after Laving overcome his ad¬ 
versaries aad firmly established his authority over Vrudha- 
miina, he might enjoy her with secxirity, he yet persisted m 
his imprudence. And liaving got proud of his conquetrt of Vai*- 
dliaoiuna lie sect gonemis many royal cUicS) to destroy 

the power wbicli tfio Sultau of Delhi jmssefwed in V^nga atitl 
tbo adjacent countries- Hn nlso generally sncfeoJod in ovei- 
comiag tiic little prin«e». Hut Aoreiigwh, Siilhui of Delhi, who 
was engaged just at this time in a war against cnruiioa In 
the southern district (i. o. tlio English), having hcon itir(»mkcd 
by a letter from bis I'csideot in ^at quailer of the conque;«t 
of VardUarndna and all the evil-doings of QobhasimhA, sent 
his well beloved grandson) Azim-us-sli&n, with many gene¬ 
rals, to destroy Qobhdsimha. After some time the grandson 
of the SnltSQ of Delhi bdng advanced as as Murehedabad, 
Qobh&sirpha was killed, when in a state of drunkenness, by the 
daughter of Krishnardma, who having gone to bed with him 
ripped up lus belly with a small but sharp-edged knife wliicli 
she had hidden in her luxuriant hmr; he obtained sifter death 
the fhte his deeds deserved. 

Upon this Ilcmmatosimba, tlic younger bmihet of yoWui- 
47. siqiha, iiaviog after no long time ceased bis mourning, came 
with a giikat army to VurdlimnilDa, and began to behave in 
the same way as his brotlicr Imd done. In order also to sulv 
ject lUmiikrisLna, king of Navadvlpa, to his power, be scut 
out many generals, but R&makriehna with but a small mimbcT 
of soldiers, who, however, had a powerful protecHoo iu tlie 
circumstance that their thoughts were directed npou the su¬ 
preme deity, rooted out the generals of Qobbusiiuba as if they 
had been mere tufts of grass. At this very time the graudsou 
of the Sultan of Delhi having come hiouelf from Mursbodabad 
to Pali^ while the vanguard of his army was arrived already 
at the village of KituySm, there arose there a very violent 
battle between the two armies, and of each party great num¬ 
bers fell. I^eamet I£h&E, a Mohammedan, and Mfieral of Simho, 
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Imd taught ao clepL&nt of hU own, whoo att&cked boetilo 
soldiers, to rusli about holding io its outstretched trunk a 
broad ood slicu*!) s>vord, and to kill witli it os if in sport ten 
or twelve persoos. As this clq^baut, hj such attacks repeatedly 
kiibng numbci's of soldiers both with its sword and by tr&ni* 
plbig tliom with its foot, put the DcUuan oimy into confusion, 
the latter was obUged to retreat for some distance. But soon 
tbo grandson of tbc Sultan of Delhi having beard these news 
from his messengers, hastened from Pola^ to his army, and 
by means of dre-arms, called 3 ej&Ia(’’), caused a groat de¬ 
struction in the army of Hemmatsfiipha: many boreomen of 
tbo latter’s also were killed by the Delbian cavalry. The arm^ 
of Siinha finding itself >o consequence of this in great coufu- 48. 
von, groat numbers of bis soldiers were also put to death by 
tbe enemy in vanous ways by means of swords, darts, maHots 
and arrows. Lpon this sight Siipba ruu away afoot and re- 
pmred to some (bidden) place. Tbencefortb tbe Dclhian sol¬ 
diers raised tbdr cries of victory and elevating the flag of 
conquest congratulated their lord by tlie sound of dniijis. 

As tbe grandson of the Sultan of Delbi stayed for some 
time longer to regulate the aflairs of tbs goverxunejit over 
YardbomAua, Gau^, and the adjacent countries, all kings 
came to wait upon him, reverencing hnn with folded bands, 
Imving put off the bexns of their garments, Imd aaido tboir 
golden ornaments, and offerring ^fU of wealth and tbe like. 
Wlifle tbo others, not daring to show their wealth, left their 
trains at home and appeared only with a few followers, Bh- 
makrishns came siui’cuuded by a stately retinue. At sight of 
these princes with thdr small trains tbe grandson of tbe Sultan 
of Delhi said with a distainful gesture to hie followers: eThese 
are no princes, but o:^riiigs of low families; else they would 
not have such retinues. But prince fUmakrislma is the off¬ 
spring of a great family, for he ^one has a stately retinue 
comparable to my own; be himself too appears like a second 
Kandarpa shines before one like tbe sun, and is like Yri- 
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baspati in bis spoecb; be a sarrouaded b^r uuoierotis soldiery 
waited npoD hy hosts of niiiiistcn) who thomsolree ore lioaorod 
by retinues id splendid carnages. Thos he is a mau gUddo- 
ning tbc eyes of eodi persons ss 1 m, and ccitaudy tho first 
Aiuoug the princes of Gsmln and these other countries.Xlicii, 
49. liuuiukrislmu having according to custom ofibred Ids salutAtiioi 
And pud hid rc^Kct, the grandsra of die Sultjin of Dc^lhi ad¬ 
dressed to him many obJiging words. Then, just nt tW tbuv, 
imodhin tJic ocpbctv of Jayariniba DevO) being bis sistcris 
sou, the conimaader of a body of twenty two ibotisand bor- 
semen and an eioiDcnt general, bavii^ arriTod, a verbal di^ 
puts arose between tbe latter and lUmakrishno, in eonsc< 3 ueDce 
of wbicb they A^neutly committed acta of riolence gainst 
ono another. Tbe grandson of tbe SnlUo having beard this 
aSkir from his spies, endeavored in eight of the whole army 
to compose thrir difference, and having called tbcm both 
before bim reconciled them, appearing their anger by persua¬ 
sive words; then he put the finiebing upon their fficndsbip 
by cAusiug tbecn to <»ehaago turbans. They, on their iiarl, 
lived for some time in gre.'it luotuid afibctlon, paying visits to 
encli other and offering and returaii^ variuos prcsaita. Ituina- 
krisbna kept also in pay to excewte bU orders three thousand 
liorsemen mounted on horses of excclleut race, seven thousand 
soldiers whli fire-arms, and thousands of foot-soldiers with 
bows. After a tiiue the grandson of the Sedtan expressed to 
BAxnaknshna the high pleasnre whkh he had derived from 
long interconrse with bhn and acquaintance with his in all 
respects excellent character, by graotiog to him whatever Ih- 
vor he wished, and having geme to Jimhagira, where he resided 
for a time, made known by letter to his grandfather the ex¬ 
cellency of Rumakrishna in every respect, while the latter 
after the entire destnictioa of the aimy of pobhiriipba's 
50. younger brother, who bad fied, made his entrance into K^h- 
nan^ara amid cries of victory and thank-offerings. 

JsgatseU and the other (bankers who were t)^) creditors of 
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.*01 pi'iuccs, beiiiglii podses^oQ oftlic Qivui* of Itiui^Ocrisliim 
wei'O entertaincO by tbc luttoi* at Knslinauogai'a in a ball built 
oi* bricks in tbc outward open cpui*t yard (of liis poUcc); nnd 
having bved tbore for one inoutlj, richly supplied with .'ll! pro- 
vioione, they went back to tbdr o^vu houses, highly c<)iitonte<] 
And uudci’ luiitutd ussiuaucos of rognrd. 

Thus UumsikrisliciA lived bnpjdly “t KvishnAiuigura for i\ 
lojig time, mid any iiiuttci* of lutuivst of wlueh be g:u*c ixotir<* 
to t)ic gi’ondson of the Sultan of Delhi who resided at 
bdgu’A, was executed without fall by tlie luttor, who scarcely 
baviug got notice of It gave liis instmctloua iu a letter of 
auswex. Ithmaki'isb^ lived also in fricudsbip with Voda SAheb, 
who at that time was govoraor of the soxitberu foreignci's (t. e. 
tboDogbsb) in Calcutta; the latter, therefore, showed likewise* 
contuniol ^ieiidsbip towcutls liiin, and placed a goniaou of 
2bOO so c.'iUed ^soldiers", wlio wei*e skilled in Uic use of nil 
kinds of weai>on8 and nih^ilvs, in IvrisInUkU^ira to execute 
the plans of lUmukjishiut. 

While he thus governed his realm with gi*cnl ability, 
A vloleot dlffcreucc arose between him and the sovereign 
prince of Yo^obara, oo accouut of tliu bonudary of some of 
tbeir villages. Kuinakriebiia, tliercfore, inarched witli a great 
arjjiy towards the city of Yocobora, and having vanquished 
its soveringn nud plundered bis city, excited groat apprehen¬ 
sion in the iniuds of the other princes, who, perplexed with 
fear, employed .'loibussodors at the court of UAmakiishma to 
inform them daily of what eaeli of tliciii ought to know iu 
order to satisfy Kumokiisbun. Whatever Hdinokrishna wrote 
to the grandson of the Sidtau of Delhi to request, was without 
reserve granted by a letter with the l&tter’s own signature; 
so that a MobABunedan called Jdfai* lOi&n, who was appointed 
over J&mb&gtra by the Sultan of Delhi, was not able to do 
him any herm, although be continually endeavored to do so, 
uud was obliged to be content witli the tribute which Rdina- 




tUcrcforcj Iio was never abb to obtain. Thus after a govera- 
ment of eleven yetirs, Ixaviug pnid but very Hitle of wliat be 
WAS under obligation to pay, while tlie greater part remained 
ill urrear, he was with gi'out pains allured to JAmbngira and 
tbei*© by treachery, witli aid of tbo formerly ciuprisoncd Ita- 
iitajivaiiu, vv:is closely couKiicd. Ta the prison Jio died after 
iiome time <vf eiudlpox. Upon aewB of tbb the grandson of 
the Sultan was very much distressed ami troubled with sorrow. 
After a time JafarKliAn reported to the grmidson of the Sid- 
fuu: liamnkrislma being daul, to whom is tlie goverament 
over Navndvlpa now to be committed? lie answered: If tlicro 
be a son, a fosterson, a grandson or any such reJatlou of liii* 
inalciisbria, commit it to him. J&ftir Khua replying, tliat there 
was DO such relation, tbo grandson of the Sult&n ordered: 
Then give it to any minister of K&m&krisbu, who is fit for 
the government, and who will protect the wife and family of 
Cicnakneb^ Jkfar Khftn replied: Your Highness, there is 
also no such sninister; Bimokrisbna'e elder brother, however, 
prince Hiiinajlveina, lives in prison licrc. If you eoiumaud, I 
will commit llie hingdom to him. The decision of the grand¬ 
son of the Sultan tiicn was: If tiicro is no other dosccudant 
of Erunaki'ishTia fit for tlic government, yon must of course 
give the kiugdom to his cldci* brother, prince UTunajlvaua. 
Having gat this order, Jilfar Khftu appoiatod the latter over 
the kiagdom of Navadvipa, and having greatly honored him 
with donatives of cardiacs, ornaments, clothes' and the 
like, established him in his govemmeDt lUmajlvana on l»s 
port, liaviog made the necessary arrangements and taken 
leave after an audieoco, arrived at home and governed ids 
realm in accordance >vitb law. As he was wch skilled ia the 
sdencos of poetry, singing and acting, showed many particular 
virtues, and was clever in tnanagiag the aftoirs of the govern¬ 
ment, be g^cd the favor of his subjects. 

His SOD, piince Eoghuriima, by his roercy, his richness 
in virtues, his magoificeoce and his readiness ia as^sting others. 
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acquiring the aSection of the people while his father w?i5 
yet elire, was 'mthout interruption tlie object of the laftcr’s 
tenderacss, and extended the glory becoming to liis race. Ho 
was also a hero and a Tcry ekiJful archer. At this time it 
happened tJmt all kings having been one after another taken 
prisoners by Jufar Khun, goveroor of MuiGhcdabad, by the 
employmcut of troochcry, KaghuvMna was present there in the 
city to attend upon his father who ^v^ UkowUe in prison. 
Just then the govemor sent a general called lAharunalla witli 
a great army against Udayar&ya, king of Cajasfli, who in con* 
sequence of n quarrel with the governor had taken lus positioR 
with a ccn^dexablc force near the village VlraHti. By tlte 
advice of lUmajlvuno be gave with many expressions of respect 
as attend ctut to Malla, to watch over him, the prince Iteghu- 
ronuv, wlio was skilled in conoscl, highly courageous, and a 
master of the art of archery. Some days after this tlxe cwo 
armies of LAJiaiimaJla and Udayoraya had come almost in 
sight of each other, when All Mahmud, the son of Ghulom 
Mohmnd, tlio first general of ndayarft)'a, a very youog mao, 
but skilful in war, come on horseback, oaxryuig in his bonds a 
sharp sword and a shield, and accompanied by nineteen soldiers 
^vith chariots and wcarmg ornaments, weapons and massHeB, 
to fidl upon XAhorimoUa, who by some chance being some 
distaucc removed hmn the bulk of bis army, was taking counsel 
with Kaghurdma, •accompanied by no more than five or six 
attendants. At sight of this Llharimalla said to Iteghurima: 
„Ob my pmcc, our soldiers ore far away, and the enemy 
are dose upon us. What tlteu is to bo doue? For wc 
are too weak to contend with success against their power. 
The prince replied: gOh magnanimous Lhbarimalla, it is 
disgracdnl to fiy io battle; for if you fiy, your soldiers 
will certainly sufier a defeat, and if they ore defeated, it will 
go hard with ns whether we fall into the hands of the enemy 
or of Jilfar Khin. Therefbre, let firmnesB be your stay in this 
combat; three or fimr men, although with uplifted arms, shall 
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qiiicldy be by and tlicu, no doubt, tlic other cncmios 
too sbaU be ovoreomo.*^ WliUc tJi(ry tpci'c talking; thus, not 
far irom tbem tlxo goo of GLulum Molnnud sinirrcd on bis 
54. horse, And with liiG sliorp sword drnwu out of its slicatli cana^ 
rusbingf liko DcatU Limsclf, upon lAMuirimnllu, wlu> ultliou^i 
with his cyo fixed upon tJic foe, fiJowJy retired backwards, 
Aud smd to tho prince: „lbighuruniu, tlic enemy is near, why 
does not your Grace even yet endeavor to oppose him?'*' The 
prmce replied: tranquil 5 iboruot; I williuansigc it; when 

the enemy comes noarcr, you shall sool" Upon these woitls 
Mallft witli confused senses and almost clinging to the prince, 
and hidiog lumsclf behind his bock, was scarcely able to main¬ 
tain himself (upon his horse). Bat lUghur^mo, with a sliarp 
arrow which be drew back to bis ear and aliot from bis 
dicolarly curved bow, pierced the son of Ohuldm Mahmud, 
who meanwhile having come nearer exited the fear of MoHa's 
retinue. The arrow even after passing through his breast, 
which was covered with on iron moilcout, flew away a ccmi- 
sidorablo distance fortlior. Aii Mulimud, liis hcru t being 
l>icrcod by tho arrow of Kt^Iiurilma, fell ftuin tlie bsick of 
his horse with expressiojis of praise; such us, that he bad 
novel* yet secu in the many buttles he bud witnessed a youth 
of equal strength ;uid skill in ordicry, and tiion said: „Oh 
groat priucc, a bumiog thirst vexes me; but as oil my i*ctinuo 
have /led as soou as they saw tho efiuct of your arrow, give 
me some water to drink. ^ The compossiouato prince gave 
him sweet water and having thus revived him said: sGreat 
hero, you shall accompany us to cor army, and there you 
shall be cured by the art of phyaciana. K yea have ajjy 
55 , other desire (**) utter it!“ He replied: „Oh prince, why do 
you apeak tlins ? By the stroke of your arrow my life is bioiight 
to its end; and it is no sorrow for me to die iu battlo by the 
hand of a most valiant hero. So long os the breath remains 
in my body, I beseech you to stand before me, who have 
been abandenoed by my friends.^ The prince bedewed him 
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w)tb tbo rain of Mb falliog teats oud eudearorod together 
vntU Ills retinuo to cQCourogo him. But after a time he died 
and obtaioed such a felid^ as he mented. Then the bulk 
of tbo army) which had come near meajiwhile, haTing raised 
cries of victory, LfLharusalla who now hod regmned his con* 
rage, paid by true reports high praiso to BoghorfUna, and 
shewed him honor together with his army. lie then marchod 
to Mureheihibad, the flag of victory elevated, aud there reported 
tho heroism of Kaghiirucaa^ his firmness in battle and his dez* 
tcrity in counsel to Jafar Khan, who exprused to the prinoo 
his high eatisfaction by such words as: how should one be 
astonished at Baghur^ma’s heroism, ^ce ho is of such an 
eminent family! Ramajivona too, highly pleased, rgoiced Ha* 
ghiunina wiili bis blessings. Thus the Inttoris czploits, worthy 
to bo admired by everybody, bavo been sung by men down 
to this day. lu consequence of this tlic governor baving 
sJiowu bond's to lUmaJtvaaa sent them home. 

In the ^akayeai* 1G32 (=A. D. 1710) a son was bom 
to lUghiuftma at the time of constellation of all friendly pla¬ 
nets, and of tho ouspidous rise of the star (that governed 
the year), the source of a shoreless ocean of Joy to hUfhtlicr 
aud grandfather, the cause of great rejoicing to their subjects, 
aud endowed witli an exceedingly faondeomc body. After his 
birth the astrouoiucrs assembled, and having deliberated on 
tbo rise (of the planets) at the time of his birth, annonneed 5C. 
to bis fntlicr and graudfatber, that this child was to becocoe 
endowed with manifold virtues. The king having honored 
tliem with presents of carriages, garmoots aud ornaments of 
various sorts sent them home. Then there came in hosts 
both native and forrigu Brahmans from all quarters, to see 
tbo young prince, and to wish continual freedom from sick¬ 
ness and grief, richness in virtues, and a long life (’*). The 
king having hospitably entertained these Brahmans dismissed 
them. Wheu the child had reached an age of sis months, 
the king, at a time when the astronomers had announced 
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to the anspidons rise (of the planets), wisLmg to cdo 
brato the ccrcmomcs of gtring him Ins name anil of foedlog 
him with rice for the first time, inrited the kings, princes aud 
Brahmans, who fbmid their pleasure in pcmiscc and jiraycr, 
from Anga, Voagn, Keliuga, Kduchl $iiid tho adjacent 
comitrios. For their dwelling be built a c:imp of ono krova 
in length and half akro^a in breadth, which was eoi^ructed 
of cloth and the like, rosplcudcnt with rmigrs of rarious pu> 
laces, adorned with rows of whHc, blue, yellow aud other 
flags and snrroouded by a fence likewise of cloth and suclt 
materials. There be deposited stores of daintiest provisions, 
and ^(Kwted a nmnber of ministers to care for the enter> 
mjprn grrt of the aseembled princes and Brtdin)an& And also 
$7. for those of varioos castes, who bad come without bemg in* 
rited to witness the feast, were provided stores of Tarious 
and abundant provirions; there were many sfa'esms of curdled 
and fresh milk, clarified butter, hooey and the like, and iii' 
numerable hcj^ of beans, peas, bilobes (?) uad siimlnr fniits; 
and the piles of rice and such thii^, bow could tliey l>o 
counted? Then the day before the coreuiony, liaviug led the 
assoinblod Brahmaus and princes with siiitahle domonsiratioiis 
of rcTcroncc into tho eroctod dwelling-^dacc, he cutertoined 
them with his provirioos; the nest day when they wero sit¬ 
ting in the assembly, he hegam tlw ecremouy at the auspicious 
rise (of tho planets) as snnuunced by the astronomers. Then 
S8. commenced a feast, at whose noise and splendor the earth 
was so astonished, that she did not know what to make of 
it (’*). After this the hosts of Brahntans and princes, satisfied 
with presents and honors, n^Mced the child with pra^'crs for 
his happiiiesa, such as, that he migbt rnle over the earth for 
a long time, endowed with Tiitnes and ftee from 

troubles; that in whatever he wished to perform, the highest 
goddess might give hhn success, and more the like. Then, 
the Brahmsos and the others having geme home, and after 
the performance of the rites supplementary to the core- 
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monj of giving the child rice fhx the first time, lUmajSvana 
'woe eummoucd by a minister of Jafsr K'ban to Morshedab^ 
on acconnt of the tribute to bo pud by him; and there ho 
died after a time aud obtained the highest felicity, haTing 
reigned over Ins kingdom for ton yeors. 

After him Lis son, called Boghuritmn, tvboeo excellence 
has already been glorified, became a king like Ragbu himself. 
Under )us govomment the people was exceedingly rich with 
prosperity; there was uo second person like him in nubility, 
jusUce and majesty. Possessing the favor of the gods and 
the Brahmans he governed the kingdom for two years at 1^8h> 
nanagaro. Bat Jdfar Khfkn, who had ali’eody previously S)ih> 
clued the other kings, now at last captured also BoghurilDia 
and kept liim in confinement at Mnrshedabad. Yet, although 
empriaoneJ, he was wont gcucrally every day, whether solici¬ 
ted or not, to distribute laud to Brahmans to gain their sub' 
^stance from it, and whatever any one asked from him, be 
was sure to obteun. Thus bo governed even in prison the 
country which had no other lord, for eleven years wanting 
four months. Some time after this having returned from hfuiw 
shodabad to Krishnsnagara he ruled yet over the realm for S9, 
four months. Under bis gOTomment poverty was nowhere to 
be found among the Brahmans, nor tha least injustice among 
hia subjects; his friends were plunged in an ocean of prospe¬ 
rity, and his ministers were addicted to sacrifices and holy 
rites. Then having himself observed sacrifices and the other 
rices he expired, after a govermnent of thirteen years, on the 
bank of the Bh^irathT, in the fakn-year 1650 AD. 1728}, 
and obeyed the highest felicity. 

The same year the ministers anointed as king, according 
to the order of the goveroor of Murshedabad, ^rfkristma- 
chandra, the . son of Eagbuiima, a man possessed of a treo- 
sm‘e of many virtues.

The most ontcral txansIatioQ of the third line, aocordiag 
to the poaidon of words, is that here given; the sense would 
become hotter however, if na could be taken witli the verb 
1 ah h ante: how should they not obtain fame in the threefold 
worid, who extol great renown? I do not precisely know iC 
tho latter traaslatjon is admissible. 

Tlio original calls the g^euts of these Brahmans 
aVlchNviddha, a word wluch is not explained citlicr in 
Wilson’s or in iimjgliton’s dictionary. It properly moans 
„necdle>sewed*, which yet scorns to have such a sigiiificntion 
as the one proposed in the translationj fora nnccdlc-sewod^^ 
drees seems to have been particularly luxurious, and tlierefbro 
xmbecoimng to a Brahman, as appears portly £ram our pa^ 
sage, for on account of th^ luxurious and littio ascetic ap¬ 
pearance the king disregarded them, partly from another pas¬ 
sage, 32,9 sq. The relation in the Qabdakalpodruma (see noted) 
makes the Brahmans appear in a warrior-like apparel, and 
thus excite distrust of their capability in the heart of the king. 

’) The villages oficred to Bba^ourhyaua by the king are, 
together with their contents, called in the original dush- 
pratigraha, i. c. mi impropenr present for Brahmans; why, 
1 do not know. In the pabdakalpodruina J find uidccd in tJic 
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article „praljgrahfv® (Vol. Ill p. 23S8) tbe folbwing notice: 
rujuditflh pradgrabnnisbedho, yatlii: 

na rAjfmh pratigriLnry.^n na’^ildrapatatSd api| 
oa cliunyaemad apaktop cliA ninditiUi Tnijajod budLal.ijl 
jti kaurmo iiparlbhikge 15 adbyrijalijj 
Yet tlie aouBO of dna ]Via$age u uot at aU clear, nod in au 
oldnnd good cnAiiuacript of the Kf^rmapurfuiA (CLamb.
